So she muses 
as, with tender hands, she removes the pictures 
his hands have laid in the old blue chest, to hang 
those he most admired on the walls of his own 
little room, which is to remain ‘*‘ True’s room” 
forever. 
© For who can tell, mamma,” says little Mabel, 
** but that God will let him come sometimes to see 
how happy we are here ;-and won't it please him, 
don’t you think, to find his own room waiting for 
him still, and see that we never, never, never can 
forget him ?” 

Almost the last picture is taken from its hiding- 
place, when the little box he spoke of, since for- 
gotten, suddenly meets her eye. She turns the 
key in the tiny lock, and the light from the half- 
closed shutter is caught and reflected in a thou- 
sand changing hues by the brilliant diamond that 
gleams within.

ONLY ONE SERMON A SUNDAY.

HE following narrative, rehearsing the success 

. of the ‘‘ one-sermon system” in a staid New 
England village, is offered as a contribution 
towards the solution of this vexed question. In 
1871 the writer was called to a small church in 
——, in the State of Massachusetts. The Sabbath 
services of the church at that time were four in 
number, consisting of two preaching services, a 
Sunday-school, and an evening prayer-meeting. 
Feeling that the spiritual needs of the people 
would be better subserved by a change to what 
has been called the ‘‘one-sermon system,” the 
proposition was laid before them. It was accepted 
by the church and society with the proviso that 
if, after six months trial, the result should not 
prove satisfactory, we should return to the old 
way. When the change was inaugurated the 
mind of the people was as follows: A few were 
heartily in favor of the plan proposed. A few 
were opposed to any ‘‘ new departure,” while the 
majority waited to see how the experiment would 
succeed. They neither blessed it at all, nor cursed 
it at all. 

The plan adopted was the following : 

At half-past ten A. M. the customary preaching 
service was held. At one o’clock a “ Bible Exer- 
cise” again called the people together, while in 
the evening a lecture was delivered in the vestry 
by the pastor. Since the ‘‘ Bible Exercise” was 
essentially the new feature of our Sabbath wor- 
ship, it may be well to describe it a little in detail. 
In reality it was a sort of improved and elevated 
Sunday-school, though we baptized it with a new 
name, that, by guile, we might draw to it some 
adults who would think it beneath their dignity 
to attend Sunday-school. A printed ‘‘ Order of 
Exercises” was prepared, and each worshiper 
furnished with a copy. 

These exercises were about as follows : | 

I. Prayer by the pastor, all joining in the Lord’s Prayer at 
the close, 

II. Singing (from the Sunday-school books). 

IIT. Responsive reading. 

IV. Singing. 

V. Decalogue, or Nicene creed, in unison. 

VI. Singing (from Church Collection). 

VII. Lesson by classes, the pastor takes the Bible class. 

VIII. Ten minutes sermon by pastor. 

IX. Closing services. 

It is needless to say that as much study was re- 
quired to prepare a good ten minute sermon as is 
often expended on a forty minute discourse ; but 
it may not be amiss to allude to the fact that after 
the congregation have, for themselves, been study- 
ing the lesson in their classes, the ten minute 
sermon finds them peculiarly prepared to appre- 
ciate the pastor’s words. No elaborate introduc- 
tion is needed, no lengthened explanation, but 
the preacher can come ‘‘ad rem” immediately. 
This is a great advantage. 

What, now, was the result of this experiment ? 
Most happy. Those who had been neutral be- 
came earnest advocates of the ‘‘ Bible Exercise.” 
Many of them declared that they thus learned 
more of the Scriptures than they had ever learned 
before. The active members of the church, with- 
out exception, felt that the change was one for 
the better. One or two crooked sticks, only, ad- 
hered to their opinion that it would some day 
work mischief to thechurch ; but as these individ- 
uals were croakers by nature, no attention was 
paid to them. When we commenced our “ Bible 
Exercise” some feared that the result vould be 
a largely decreased attendance on religious wor- 
ship, there being now only three instead of four 
distinct services on Sunday. The result proved 
the groundlessness of these fears, for the aggre- 
gate attendance on three services fell very little 


{ short of that on the four services which had been 


held up to that time. As a proof of the firm hold 
which this system gained on the hearts of the 
people, it may be said that, although they were 
called upon at the end of the year to part with 
their pastor, they maintained their ‘‘ Bible Exer- 
cise” through the trials of a whole year of listening 
to candidates ; and when they at-last settled an- 


‘| other pastor they quietly continued in the new 


way, satisfied that for them it was the best. 

Some one now may ask, ‘‘ What are the advan- 
tages of the ‘one-sermon system*?” They con- 
sist : 

I. In the giving of additional and needed 
prominence to the Sunday-school. To crowd our 
children’s service into the brief space between 
the morning and afternoon worship, or to put 
them off with a nine o’clock session of the school, 
is fair neither to them, nor to those faithful 
church members who are their teachers. 


_ II. In the bringing of the Pastor into living 
contact with the younger portion of his flock, 
and in giving him charge of an adult Bible class. 
This advantage is tery great, and cannot be 
secured if the minister have three religious ser- 
vices to conduct, besides the Sunday-school. 

III. In delivering the people from spiritual 
dyspepsia, the sure result of that system of 
‘‘ cramming” which obtains in so many churches. 
The effect of the afternoon sermon is often to 
obliterate the teaching of the morning. One ser- 
mon well prepared by the minister, and well di- 
gested by the congregation, is enough. 

IV. In stimulating the people to a more careful 
study of the Bible. Many adults will attend a 
‘* Bible Exercise ” at which the pastor is present, 
and in which he takes a class, who would not at- 
tend a Sunday-school as ordinarily conducted. 
A hailf-hour’s study of the Bible by the people 
themselves, under a fairly competent teacher, is 
far more profitable than the best discourse deliv- 
ered from the pulpit. 

-V. In uniting young and old, 
parents, in the same service. 

In conclusion it may not be amiss to say that 
where the change from two sermons to the above 
plan is proposed, it will be vain to hope for suc- 
cess unless the pastor throws himself with all 
enthusiasm into the work. It will require some 
impetus to get out of the old ruts, and this must 
be received from the pastor as leader. If he is 
doubtful or timorous, failure will certainly be the 
result. But if he believes in the change, and then 
enthusiastically and kindly pushes it, he need 
have no fear of the issue.

FORTY YEARS OF SERVICE.

ATIENTLY year by year the tiny coral insect 
builds a continent under the waves of the 
South Sea. The growth of character is as patient, 
as slow, as unseen. It is a complaint often heard, 
and almost pathetically true, that women but 
seldom achieve character in unobtrusive, if not 
dull, service, that requires steady labor and thor- 
oughness. The persistent virtues do, unfortu- 
nately, belong mostly to men, for women with 
impulses and instincts in the ascendant are prone 
to pull up their seeds of endeavor to see if they 
have sprouted, and, becoming disgusted with the 
slowness of nature’s processes, to leave their work 
dangling at loose ends. 

But with better training and larger opportu- 
nities, good, conscientious workers among women 
are increasing in almost every department of their 
activity. The best exponents of the great new 
movement now going on are not noisy declaimers 
or loud agitators : they are those patient, strong, 
brave women who work upon the foundations of 
this new edifice of woman’s hope, who toil low 
down, oftentimes unknown, doing drudgery in the 
best spirit, laying the hidden stones and the mor- 
tar. But their work will stand for all time. When 
the glorious superstructure rises into the air, to be 
seen of all coming generations, their names may 
be forgotten, but nevertheless have they builded 
well and lived worthily. 

A unique and beautiful, yet touching, spectacle 
was presented last Friday, June 18th, in Gram- 
mar School No. 14, of this city. It is a plain 
brick building standing on East 27th St., where 
one devoted and noble woman has spent forty 
years of her life in instructing the different gen- 
erations of girls that have thronged through 
those doors. This fortieth anniversary of her 
connection with the school was celebrated by the 
graduates, who came from far and near to do 
honor to their beloved principal. Many of them, 
wives, mothers, even grandmothers, brought their 
children with them to this well-remembered scene 
of their early years. Congratulatory letters and 
messages poured in from all parts of the country 
from others who could not be present. Such an 
occasion has seldom been commemorated any- 
where, and the fervor with which it was kept 
brought sweet and grateful tears to many eyes. 

Miss Caroline F. Whiting, a veteran teacher— 
mind-mother she may be called to many thou- 
sands of the girls of this city—is a singularly good 
example of that simple fidelity that, without fuss, 
noise or parade, achieves the best things, that 
quietly works the golden thread into the warp 
and woof of a better and broader life for those 
who are to come. : 

Her success as a teacher has been very great, 
and the secret of it lies not only in steadiness 
of purpose, but in earnestness and conviction. 


Where others have seen only drudgery she has 
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discerned glory; where others have met with a 
cross and a trial she has found opportunity and 
noble experience. ‘‘ Blessed are those,” says Em- 
erson, ‘‘who believe their work is necessary to 
the gods.” She has so thought and believed of 
hers; she has been baptized with a noble bap- 
tism and consecrated with the chrism of religious 
devotion to work which, in these latter times, is 
becoming the highest kind of soul consecration. 
No one ever put conscience and principle more 
thoroughly into every particle of her labor than 
she has done. It was a beautiful thing to hear 
the old white-headed school officials say, one 
after the other, that during an association of 
fifteen, twenty, twenty-five years, not one of them 
had ever known her to deviate from the right, to 
neglect her duty in the smallest particular, or to 
come in conflict with the will of those above her. 
There were finer things said, but that straight- 
forward, plain testimony from the venerable 
President of the Board and other of her fellow- 
workers, it seemed to me, must have been to Miss 
Whiting the most gratifying part of this remark- 
able day in her well-spent life. 

Miss Whiting has realized the ideal of her office; 
she has believed what every teacher ought to be- 
lieve, that she is a priestess in the temple of human- 
ity. She has been a moral as well as intellectual 
stimulus, and the aroma of her unselfishness, her 
controlled and eminently just spirit, will abide 
longer with her scholars than the excellent drill 
of her school course. 

Another secret of her success is growth. In the 
long period of monotonous school labor, or what 
would have been such to many, she has never 
allowed herself to settle into arut. She has kept 
step with all the knowledge and vital thought of 
her time, incorporating the results with her in- 
struction, and she has thus embroidered new 
flowers on the old system. She has expanded and 
grown where other minds would have fossilized, 
and is a striking example of the truth that a good 
teacher must be a perpetual learner. 

A sound constitution and healthy nervous or- 
ganization have had considerable to do with her 
success, but a persistent determination to save 
herself for her work more still. Women workers 
too often give the least valuable part of their en- 
ergies to what they ostensibly choose as the busi- 
ness of life. Amusement, society, dress, display, 
vanity, come in to diminish the excellence of their 
performances, and the result is often a poor and 
incomplete life, raveled at the edges and cut into 
shreds and thrums. Miss Whiting has based her 
professional success upon exactly the same princi- 
ples which govern men in their chosen walks: 
fidelity, principle, and thoroughness ; and to those 
women who wish to succeed her example is stim- 
ulating. 

At the celebration last Friday it was inspiring 
to see one who embraced in her own person almost 
a half century of the educational progress of this 
country—the honored embodiment of an idea so 
eminently American and so noble. It was in- 
spiring, too, to witness the meetings and greetings 
of long-sundered school-mates, and the welcome 
of gray-haired pupils, who had come back to sit 
again at the feet of their Gamaliel among women. 
The platform was filled with lovely flowers. Peter 
Cooper, a figure who receives the instinctive 
homage of New Yorkers wherever he is seen, pre- 
sided. There were many good words spoken, and 
an amount of laudation poured out that must have 
been somewhat trying to the modest recipient, 
but none of it was empty or formal. The ad- 
dresses of some of the old scholars were full of 
feeling. 

The Rev. Dr. Bellows, Miss Whiting’s pastor, 
made a beautiful speech connected with the pres- 
entation of a brooch from the graduates. This 
gift was ornamented with forty symbolic pearls, 
woven into the initials of the name of a beloved 
sister, now deceased. Nothing could have been 
more touching, more deeply gratifying than this 
delicate mark of affection, this tender memorial ; 
for the deepest sentiments of her nature are en- 
twined with the memory of one who filled for ber, 
while living, the places of possible husband, chil- 
dren, kindred, home, and who, now that she has 
passed away from earth, is even a nearer though 
a glorified presence. 

There were other appropriate and beautiful 
gifts presented, and the whole occasion in honor 
of a woman who had done so much and lived so 
well in her own quiet, unostentatious, modest 
way was very memorable. Noone who has known 
this true woman as I have known her can speak 
of her other than with the deepest respect and 


reverence. The good things done, the good lives 


lived in a corner, we are told, seldom are noticed 
in the newspapers, which need all their valuable 
space for the last murder or other exceptional 
deed of wickedness. It is therefore with joy that 
I hold up the example of this woman to all other 
women who are striving to do worthy work, and 
to lead good and, above all, faithful lives.

EDUCATION AT THE CENTENNIAL.

DUCATION held a prominent place in the 
International Expositions of London, Paris, 
and Vienna. Their educational influence was by 
no means among the least of their advantages. 
The American school furniture exhibited in Paris 
became a model with school furniture manufac- 
turers in Europe. In many schools which I visit- 
ed on the Continent the teachers proudly pointed 
to their new American desks. It was said, ‘‘ The 
American schoolhouse at Paris attracted more at- 
tention than all else on exhibition from America.” 
The Paris Exposition in 1867 taught some salu- 
tary educational lessons to the English Govern- 
ment and people, and was one of the prominent 
causes which led to the adoption of the new 
national system of education in 1870. It demon- 
strated that. England was ‘‘ outstripped both in 
the arts of peace and war by the contirfental na- 
tions in virtue of their better education.” It 
proved a good school for England and for all Eu- 
rope. The evidence there presented of the rela- 
tive decadence of English manufactures was a sur- 
prise to the nation that had so long assumed supe- 
riority to all the world in her manufactures. Not 
only the English ‘‘ jurors” or official inspectors of 
the Exposition, but the press of England, her 
manufacturers and practical observers, and even 
Parliament, were compelled to admit that England 
fared ill in that comparison of the world’s indus- 
tries. One of the jurors, J. Scott Russell, said: 
‘* Something must be done or our working classes 
will be grievously wronged and the whole nation 
suffer. In the race we are nowhere. Our defeat 
was as ignominious and as disastrous as it is pos- 
sible to conceive.” The elaborate Parliamentary 
Report ‘‘on the Causes and the Remedy” con- 
victed the Government of the fatal blunder of neg- 
lecting popular education. It was the most strik- 
ing demonstration ever presented, that education 
fosters invention, thrift, and economy, and that 
ignorance means waste and weakness. This Report 
led to the expansion of the South Kensington 
Museum and the organization of numerous schools 
of art and industrial drawing throughout En- 
land, as well as to the new measures for popular 
education. 

The Vienna Exposition was a profitable school 
for Austria in the very direction where that coun- 
try most needed such aninfluence. Unification is 
now the watchword in Europe. The unification 


| of Germany was one condition of her triumph at 
Sedan. The unification of Italy is the source of 
the new aspirations and enterprise and progress 
of the Roman peninsula. The consolidation of 
nearly threescore principalities and kingdoms in 
Europe to less than a single score has not been 
achieved without bitter conflict and resistance, 
for, next to literal beheading, men fiercely resist 
political decapitation. Notwithstanding this op- 
position, unification in Germany has been greatly 
facilitated by unity of race and language. Though 
homogeneous in interests, character, and policy, | 
as well as race and language, it was by a majority 
of only one vote that the Bavarian Parliament 
joined the German Confederation. It was by 
reason of unity of race, language, and interests, 
and the inspiration of a common history, to the 
descendants of the greatest and most powerful of 
all the ancient nations, that ‘‘ Jtalia una” became 
the rallying cry that thrilled the nation under 
Victor Emmanuel, as old Rome again became 
their national capital. 

How different was the condftion of Austria, a 
nation curiously composite and heterogeneous, 
embracing some peoples Oriental in character and 
Asiatic in race. Vienna always shows a greater 
mixture of nationalities than any other European 
capital. The people were speaking nearly twenty 
tongues, and many provinces were contending for 
local autonomy. How to harmonize Germans, 
Hungarians, Dalmatians, Tyrolese, Bohemians, 
Bulgarians, Moravians, Slavonians, Croatians, 
Transylvanians, Armenians, Turks, Greeks, and 
Poles, so as to secure genuine union and centrali- 
zation, was the hardest problem in European 
diplomacy. Provincial boundaries had long been 
barriers to social or commercial intercourse. Aus- 
tria successfully sought to unify these heterogene- 
ous and sometimes antagonistic elements. Edu- 
cation was, at the very first, the key to solve the 
problem. After the battle of Sadowa, Austria, 
learning from an enemy, promptly adopted the 
educational system of her conqueror. ‘‘ Defeated 
in war, let it henceforth be our policy to excel in 
the arts of peace” became the national motto 
under the inspiration of Count Beust. Her school 
system was reorganized, ‘‘the concordat” sun- 
dered, and a new era of progress began. The 
press was enlisted, teachers’ institutes were organ- 
ized, popular addresses given on the importance 
of universal education, and the normal school 
system was enlarged. Probably no country in 
Europe has made so great advance in education 
during the last nine years as Austria. In many 
particulars her progress is marvelous. Instead of 
being arbitrary and stagnant as was formerly sup- 
posed, Austria is now among the most liberal and 
progressive Governments in Europe. The grow- 
ing conviction among the people that the Gov- 
ernment is working earnestly and successfully for 
the education and elevation of all classes has 
awakened new national pride and helped to pro- 
mote fraternal sympathies and national consolida- 
tion. 

Thé Vienna Exposition had a kindred aim and 
result. The liberal policy of the government in 
building commercial highways and railways, in 
improving the navigation of the Danube, and in 
other works of internal improvement, bringing 
distant, if not unfriendly, provinces into new and 
near relations, had been for several years harmon- 
izing these diverse peoples. Every Austrian, for 
example, points proudly to the Semmering Rail- 
way over the Semmering Alps, as the most 
remarkable structure of the kind in Europe. But 
more than any one of these works, the Vienna 
Exposition stirred popular enthusiasm, showing 
the earnestness of the government to encourage 
and foster her industrial growth and prosperity. 
Some superficial newspaper correspondents called 
the Vienna Exposition a financial failure. As if 
the great Austrian government entered upon that — 
magnificent enterprise for money-making. Our 
exposition in Philadelphia will surely be a finan- 
cial failure, if we undertake it merely as a specu- 
lation. That exposition, in its influence upon the 
nation, accomplished precisely what Austria most 
needed—it was a school for the promotion of uni- 
fication. That is to-day the most urgent need of 
the United States. The alienations and animos- 
ities engendered by civil war should be buried at 
Philadelphia. No sectional estrangement should 
survive the centennial. ‘To the final and happy 
solution of this problem of reconstruction and 
fraternization education may greatly contribute. 
The South needs sympathy and codperation in 
repairing the desolations of war and organizing 
anew the institutions of peace—her schools, acad- 


emies, and colleges. The National Educational 
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Association will ptobably assemble in 1876, in or. 
near Philadelphia. Let there then be a great 
gathering of the teachers of America, of the col-. 
lege presidents and professors, and school super- | 
intendents,—from the South as freely as from the 
North, and from the East and the West, forgetting 
the past, forming néw friendships, and codper- 
ating cordially in broader and better plans for the 
future; and such a meeting will both advance 
popular education and promote a genuine national 
unification. 

Probably no man in the world is better qualified 
to speak of the educational value of international 
expositions than Baron von Sharz-Senburn, the 
present Austrian Minister at Washington. More 
than any other man living he has a right to say, 
*‘Tam an old exposition man,” having been the 
Austrian Commissioner at the exposition in Leip- 
sic in 1850, in London in 1851, and again in 1862, 
and at the Paris expositions of 1855 and 1867. 
During the siege and Commune he was recalled 
from his representative position in Paris to plan 
and superintend the Vienna Exposition, of which 
he was the Director-General. It was due. to his 
executive ability that its vast machinery moved 
with such regularity and harmony. I can best 
enforce my views by citing his as given at 
the late meeting of school superintendents in 
Washington, D.C.: ‘‘I am more strongly con- 
vinced than ever that universal expositions are 
the very best of schools. Traveling is one of the 
means of education. An exposition is like a jour- 
ney, but with this advantage, that you see in a 
few hours, and at trifling expense, that which 
would otherwise cost large expenditures of time 
and money. These expositions tend to the im- 
provement of the public tastes and the enlight- 
enment of the minds of the people, and especially 
as they thus learn what most nearly concerns the 
interests of their own country. In these exposi- 
tions one can learn more of a country in a few 
days than he could by wandering through it fora 
long time. Now, as far as my experience in Vienna 
as Director-General is concerned, I comprehended 
that it would be useful and a great benefit for my 


_ country to learn of the different educational sys- 


tems existing in the different parts of the world. The 

educational departments of all the nations repre- 
sented at the exposition at Vienna were the most 
interesting and most important part of the expo- 
sition. It was appreciated by all enlightened 
classes of men, by all those who are the well- 
-wishers of the civilization and welfare of the 
people. I think such a section of the exposition 
at Philadelphia will also be the most valuable, and 
in its consequences the most beneficial feature. I 
think that every American citizen who may con- 
tribute in any way to the exposition at Philadel- 
phia will thereby bestow a great benefit upon his 
fellow-men. 

I am sure that all intelligent citizens of America 
will appreciate more and more the importance of 
this exposition. It merits a jiberal support, and 
will redound to the benefit of the whole people 
of the United States. A large number of people 
‘will come here from Europe. These strangers 
will be enlightened ; they will be cured of preju- 
dice and become your very good friends and 
admirers hereafter. In Austria we attach the 
highest importance to eye-sight teaching or ob- 
ject teaching. The condition of our schoolmas- 
ters, formerly very bad, has been greatly improved 
in their qualifications, methods of instruction, 
salaries, and social position; and our children 
have better instruction than ever, But what 
must be done for these grown-up children—the 
adults of Austria who did not have such opportu- 
nities, and learned little or nothing ?. Though too 
old for school, they can be instructed by eye-sight 
teaching, such as is afforded in the exhibitions, 
Their education must come by observation. A 
great German savant, Professor Virchow, well 
says, ‘‘ Nothing which comes throngh your eyes 
into your head ever goes out.” These expositions 
improve in a remarkable way the public taste. 
In former times the taste in Austria was bad. 
Not having seen beautiful productions, the people 
had no artistie judgment. They had no museums 
and schools for applying fine arts to industry and 
giving them right ideas of the beautiful. Hence 
no taste was shown in their buildings, furniture, 
and other things of common life. But now within 
a few years, and especially since the Universal 
Exposition and the establishment of museums 
and schools, there has been a remarkable im- 
provement in this respect. The same may be 
said of England. The English manufactured ar- 
ticles shown at the London Exhibition in 1851 


‘were very cheap and of the best quality, yet the 


taste therein was awful. But now, as a conse- 
quence of these exhibitions, the English have im- 
mensely improved in their tastes. As a friend of 
America, who has the greatest sympathy for its 
people, allow me to say in all candor that the 
public taste is in the same awful condition as was 
the case in England before their great exhibition. 
The public taste in America can be improved to 
as great a degree within as short a time after the 
exposition of 1876 as that of England was improved 
after the London Exhibition of 1851. I attach, 
therefore, immense importance to the cultivation 
of the arts as the means of refining the feelings 
of every man, and thereby improving the public 
taste. And I think this most desirable result will 
be attained, among other valuable ones, by the 
approaching International Exposition in Phila- 
delphia in 1876. 

The United States Commissioner of Education 
has invited each State and Territory to prepare 
a representation of its educational condition for 
the Centennial. To make this the most interest- 
ing and useful department of our exposition—as 
was done at Vienna—will require elaborate prep- 
aration. This preliminary work itself will ben- 
efit all who earnestly undertake it, whether 
scholars, teachers or superintendents. 

‘* But what can we do ?” is the constantly recur- 
ring question of many whose doubts or indiffer- 
ence are due only to the want of a definite and 
practicable plan. To meet their case and give 
unity and system to our efforts, I would suggest 
that preparations can early be made to represent 
our schools in the following particulars : 


1—Drawings or photographs of our best schoolhouses of 
uniform size. The proper size will be duly announced 
when determined by the Centennial Committee. 

2—Plans of the arrangement of school-grounds and out- 
buildings. 

8—Photographs, of a given size, of the interior of Our best 

. rooms, showing the pupils at their desks, arrangement 
of furniture, apparatus, maps, charts, pictures, etc. 

4—Specimens of school furniture. 

5—IUustrations of our best methods of ventilation. 


6—School apparatus, including globes, maps, geometric 


forms, gonigraphs, and kindergarten implements. 
%—Pupils’ work, including drawing, map-drawing, penman- 
ship, ete. In these particulars some of our schools ex- 
cel. 
&—Courses of study adopted by cities and towns, giving the 
hours per week for each study. 
9—Provision for physical training. _ 
10—Collection of school reports, town, city and State. 
ll—Text-books and books of reference, and catalogues of 
school libraries. 
12—Special history and statistics of education of each State 
down to 1876. 
Fuller and official directions will, no doubt, be 
given in due time by the Centennial Committee. 
A brief statement of the general plans of the 
Centennial Exposition may tend to secure the 
codperation of teachers and superintendents. 
Nearly five millions of dollars have been secured 
for the erection of the buildings. Of this sum 
the State of Pennsylvania has given one million, 


and the city of Philadelphia one million and af 


half. Much more money will be needed, and no 
doubt will be secured. As the time approaches 
public interest is everywhere spreading, and be- 
fore the year closes is likely to kindle to general 
enthusiasm. The buildings are rapidly going up. 
The contracts require their completion six months 
in advance of the opening. The main edifice 
covers a space of twenty acres, and is to be built 
mainly of iron and glass. Its length is 1,880 feet, 
its width 464, and the height 70 feet, and of the 
central towers, 120 feet. The “machinery hall will 
cover twelve acres, the agricultural department 
six acres, and the conservatory two and a half 
acres. After inspecting the sites of the great 
Expositions in Leipsic, London, Paris and Vienna. 
the Lansdowne Plateau in Philadelphia seems to 
me to be superior to any of them, beautiful as 
they are. These grounds of the exposition build- 
ings form an elevated part of Fairmont *Park. 
Several millions of dollars haye been expended in 
beautifying this park, which, as now enlarged, 
contains three thousand acres. No more attract- 
ive location could be found. Large as is the plan, 
‘‘ applications for space have been received from 
our own people, sufficient, if accepted, to take up 
nearly the whole of that set apart for the United 
States.” Foreign countries have manifested. an 
unexpected interest, and many of them have 
already made liberal appropriations for the trans- 
portation of the godds of their subjects and 
for expenses of resident commissioners at Phila- 
delphia during the exhibition. Nearly all the 


governments of Europe and Central and South 
America, and even Japan, China, Hayti, Sand- 
wich Islands and Liberia have solicited space in 
the exhibition buildings. 

In its influence upon this country and the world 


no department of the Exposition is more impor- 
tant than that of education. The schools of 
America are our pride. Says Hon. J. P. Wicker- 
sham: ‘* We have been boasting of our systems of 
free schools so long, that our own people have 
come to think them the best in the whole world. 
They will demand a full representation. Failure 
here will prove deeply injurious to the school in- 
terests of the country. More strangers from for- 
eign countries will visit the exposition for the 
purpose of witnessing our school work, and ac- 
quainting themselves with our school systems, 
than for any other object, possibly than for all 
other objects put together. The test will be a 
severe one, but there is now no shrinking from it. 
Germany, Austria, Switzerland, France, England, 
Belgium, Holland will come, doubtless, prepared 
to submit their systems of public instruction to a 
comparison with our own, and we must be ready 
to meet them with the best we have. It was easy 
to say at Paris, at London, at Vienna, that we 
left our best at home; but at Philadelphia we 
shall be at home. State superintendents of 
schools should ask the legislatures of their re- 


spective States for an appropriation for Centen- 


nial purposes. The superintendents of schools in 
cities should insist upon the setting apart of a 
fund by their several boards of direction to be 
used in the preparation of educational material 
for the exposition. The note of preparation 
should be at once sounded all along the line, and 
a determination be evinced to achieve success in 
a matter where so much honor is to be lost or 
won. The exposition must be a full, fair, and 
systematic representation of American education. 
It must be somewhat of an organism, with its sev- 
eral parts nicely adjusted, if not closely related to 
one another. In the selection and arrangement 
of material will be found the most difficult and 
delicate duty of the central commission ; but with 
a fair field in which to work, and a reasonable 
amount of money with which to pay expenses, a 
presentation of the leading features of American 
education can be made that will be an honor to 
the country and a wonder to the older nations 
that may come across the water to compete with 
us.”

TESTED BY TROUBLE. 


FRIDAY EVENING, June 25, 1875. 

HE time to test quality is not the time of ease. 

It is said of hunters in England (I mean horses, 

and not huntsmen), that the time to test them is when 

they are going across plowed ground. They get along 

very well on the highway, carrying a heavy load; they 

get along very well on turf; but when they come on to 

plowed ground, and sink fetlock deep, and have a long 

stretch of it, it takes strength, wind and bottom; but 

if they can stand those tests they prove themselves to 
be good. 

The Seventh Regiment is a magnificent regiment; 
but what it is is not to be known by what you see of 
itin New York or in Boston, on a charming parade, 
with men well dressed, their hair well pomatumed, 
their clothes well perfumed, everything all right, and 
ladies at the windows cheering and waving their 
handkerchiefs; on the other hand, it is to be known by 
what the men are when they have gone with Sherman 
to the sea, through swamps and woods, and come back 
to Washington. Whoever is left has the man in him. 

Now, there is a great deal of dilettante Christian expe- 
rience... You take sweet, amiable children, a whole 
household of them. They are of good stock. They are 
well organized. They are balanced, inwardly and out- 
wardly. They are shielded from all trouble. They ex- 
perience religion when they are twelve or fifteen years 
old, and they are all the time trying to have horrible 
convictions of their sinfulness, and all that. You 
might as well ask a rose to have horrible convictions! 
They have not had the foreground and preparation 
for such things; and if it please God to take them all 
through life so, they will never know much of those 
Christian experiences which in the world are regarded 
as grand landmarks and characteristics; because they 
are not tested—they are not tried. 

By and by our charming girl, reaching the age of 
twenty-one or twenty-two, is married, and all bright 
prospects go with her; but they are only prospects; 
for in a year or two the husband is blighted, and he 
turns out to be not what he was thought to be; and they 
try to conceal it; and she enters upon that dark and 
dubious way of hiding and hiding her sorrow. In the 
meantime children are born, and poverty comes with 
them, and various descending steps are taken, until 
she who started at the apex finds herself at the very 
bottom. And now where is that beautiful experience? 
Where are those songs? Where is that rejoicing on 
going into the church? Where are the Christmas 
carols, the processions, and all those delightful things 
that belonged to her early girlhood? Her tentative 
religious experience was normal and natural; but it 
did not test anything. It had not strain put on it. 

Well, afterwards, what was the power of religion for 
her? Did it fortify her against fear? Did it prolong 
her patience? Did it wake in her disinterested love, 
so that she could willingly carry burdens if another 
might go free from them? Did it lift her above the 
Visible into the invisible? Did it bring into her house 
and heart the living power of an unseen God? Did it 
take away the squalor and darkness and ten thousand 
insults and petty annoyances of the world that now 
is? and in their place did it span over her by faith the 
crystal dome—the invisible dome? If it did that, then 


- trouble tested and brought out what there was Chris- 


tian in her. 

Now, this testing men is the thing which we are to 
look-to. I do not say that everybody is to be rejected 
who does not stand this test of a heroic mind; but I 
say that although your experience in sunshine and 
prosperity is genuine and good, yet it is not a test. 
Why, what do you do where other men break down? 
If you salute those that salute you, says the Master, 
what thank have you? The publicans do that. When 
you love those that love you, anybody could do that. 
You do not need to be a Christian, to do such things. 
Anybody could do them without being a Christian. 

We expect more from a Christian than from one 
who is not a Christian, because his ideal is higher; be- 
cause his means are greater; because the power that 
is developed for him and in him is greater. For these 
reasons we have a right to expect more from those 
that are Christians than from those that are not. 
And when you are brought to crises; when you are 
brought to times of darkness; when men do not stand 
by you; when men speak evil against you; when men 
doubt you, and distrust you; when you are called by 
all manner of epithets; when you do not know whom 
to trust; when your feet are stone cold, as it were, 


_ Standing in the very porch of death—then how do you 


carry yourself? 

That is the question. Let me see how a man carries 
himself in trouble, and then I can judge of the strength 
of his Christian character. I mean, not other folks’ 
trouble, but his own. I mean, not things that would 
be troubles to other people, but things that are trou- 
bles to him. 

For example, some people are in trouble when they 
lose money. Iam not. It would be better for me if I 
cared more for it. I could losea thousand dollars, and 
not care the snap of my finger about it. A man whose 
temptation is avarice, and who has had to fight the 
devil in that shape for twenty years, sees me ‘lose a 


thousand dollars here and there, and sees that I do not 
talk about it nor care for it, and he says, ‘‘Oh, what 
sustaining grace he must have!” Nota bit of it. I 
do not need any grace at allwhen I lose money. And 
when you look at a trouble as belonging to an- 
other, you must see whether it is one which touches 
him. You must not judge his experience in trouble 
by your own. You must inqtire whether it is peculiar 
to him, and whether he has any resources with which 
to meet it. I donot mean whether he has resources in 
his natural organization. It may be said that he 
stands up in a manly way on account of his being by 
nature constructed so and so. Ido not mean whether 
he has resources in those that surround him, se that 
he is upheld by them. What I mean is, whether he 
has, and whether he avails himself of, those resources 
which are distinctively Christian, so that when all 
things that can be brought to bear on him are oppress- 
ing him, he stands quietly, courageously, unsoured, 
unembittered, with a simple, easy, trusting good na- 
ture. If he stands under such circumstances, and in 
such a way as that, you have a right to say, * That 
man is brought to the test, and he ought to tell what 
it is that sustains him. He ought to let other people 
know what is the secret of his life. It is against na- 
ture; or rather, it is other than nature; and is therea 
sustaining power by which a man can bear cheerfully 
and gladly the things which nature hates and which it 
is hard to bear?” I say there is; and in his measure it 
is the privilege of every Christian man to obtain a 
victory over the world; a victory over himself—a vic- 
tory, not by his own power, but by the power of God, 
through Jesus Christ, working in him. 

Let us look at one or two points. In the first place, 
just as soon as a man believes that God loves him and 
watches over him, he has one refuge. I do not mean 
when you believe, on its being preached, this or that ar- 
gument—thatis notit. Ido not mean when it comes to 
youinahymn, now and then—that is not it. Imeana 
belief that is to you as an atmosphere, and that is just 
as usable to you as your belief in natural laws. There 
is not-one of you that does not recognize the law of 
gravitation. It is a truth which everybody recognizes. 
It is so perpetual that you hardly think of it. 

Now, do you believe in the truth of an all-seeing 
and indwelling divine Presence and Power, that 
comes with loving sympathy; that broods you; 
that thinks of you, and plans for you, individ- 
ually and distinctively, and with a knowledge not 
alone of your name, but of all the contents of that 
name which make you what you are? Do you believe 
that there is such a One, Almighty, in whose sigbt the 
spheres are but as dust—the omnipotent God? Do 
you believe that that God is nearer to you than father 
or mother, or brother or sister? 

I do. I bear that witness before you, my Christian 
brethren. God is real; and, as Jehovah lives, he is my 
God, and Iam his child. [ know it, and feel it day by 
day, and hour by hour. By noonday and by midnight 
it tingles to my very fingers’ ends. Every drop of 
blood in me tells me that, living or dying, I am the 
Lord’s. And in that there is everlasting strength. 
There is joy and peace in it; for if God be for you, 
and you know it, you know perfectly well that no 
man can successfully be against you. And that isa 
blessed condition in which it does not make any differ- 
ence what happens. You are victorious either way. 
Up—vwell, that is victory. Down—well, that is victory, 
too. What are you going to do with a man with 
whom it does not make any difference? You cannot 
hurt him. 

Now, when once a man feels, ‘I have rested in the 
heart of God; I have lain in his bosom; I am his, and 
he is mine. I know it; I not only have evidence of 
it amounting to a reasonable conclusion, but I am 
saturated in the conviction of it; it is as plentiful to 
me as are the particles of the hemisphere, and more 
to me than all the dew and rain of summer; its 
capacity is commensurate with my life’”’—when a man 
once feels thus, do you! suppose anything can dis- 
turb him? Think you that there is anything that can 
disturb the peace of a heart that rests in God—the 
ever-living God, that gives strength to the weak, and 
power to the weary? 

This is your God. He is not mine because I 
have any special privilege. He is the privilege of 
all—of the child, of the maiden, of the young man, of 
the middle-aged bearing trouble and care; of the 
poorest and meanest; of the old, stumbling in weak- 
ness. Not aman can lift up his head, and bathe it in 
the precious thought: “God cares for me,”’ without 
feeling this to be true. The moment a man lives in the 
presence and care and love of God, he is three times a 
man, not because he has any more genius, not because 
he has astronger moral nature, not because he has any 
more productive power, or any more of this, that, or 
the other thing than anybody else, but because he has 


this power of God in his soul. And how strong a man 


is when he is strong in the Lord! 

Take another view, namely, the view of the over- 
hanging eternity. I have been thinking about it all 
the afternoon, lying on my bed, or sitting on my front 
stoop. I have been looking at men, and hearing one 
and another, whose voices were almost like a dream, 
and seemed almost unreal to mc. 


I should be ashamed in my innermost soul of the | 


unmanliness of being greatly disturbed by any little 
flaws or any little eddies that whirl on the surface of 
the river of life. What am I? Just as sure as you 
live, and just as sure as I live, I am going to live for- 


ever. I am not now living in my own house. This is 
& mere shanty, put up for me while I am traveling 
here; but I belong to eternity; it is near me; it is over 
me; and all the hurly-burly of this world—why, what 
is it to a man who knows perfectly well that he be- 
jongs to the eternal life? It is not far before me. Five 
years, ten years, fifteen years, at the outside twenty 
years, and the place that knows me will know me 
no more forever; and then what will all these things 
amount to? 

I have a dim recollection that about ten years ago I 
was coming down from Connecticut, in August, with 
the hay-fever on me. I was suffering very much in 
the cars. I was nearly blinded, and I was well-nigh 
choked with paroxysms, by the dust and cinders. It 
seemed to me as though I could not live. I got up to 
go forward to the baggage-car, where, being near the 
evgine, I would get rid of mueh of the dust and cin- 
ders. The conductor was rather a brutal man—that is 
to say, he attended to his business, and did not think 
of me; and when I met him, with unnecessary ab- 
ruptness he addressed me and said, ‘‘Go back!”’ I un- 
dertook to explain to him why I wauted to go forward; 
but he would not listen to me, and said, *‘ Go back! go 
back! you can’t come in here!” I remember going 
back and sitting in the corner of the car. I did not 
say anything. I wiped my eyes—not however from 


weeping. I have a recollection of that; but I do not 


remember that I ever cried about it, or that I put it 
down in my journal, or wrote it anywhere for preser- 
vation. I know that I must have had forty such times 
on the cars at one time and another; and though I 
have forgotten most of them, at the time they were 
considerable annoyance to me; but I think that [ 
should have been a miserable puppy if I had been 
greatly annoyed by these things, and laid them up, 
and registered them. 

Iam on atrain that is going through to the eternal 
world. Now and then there is a little dust in my car; 
there are a few cinders there, occasionally a spark 
burns a hole in my dress; and these things have a cer- 
tain sort of annoyance at times; but they have no 
effect on me when I lift up my thought, and say, “I 
am going home,’’ and think what my home is—that 
eternity, with its glorious company of the spirits of 
just men. They were about to begin life, and then 
they were made perfect. And they are my company. 
They are thinking of me to-day—for I believe in ‘‘ the 
communion of the saints.’”’” Heaven thinks about me 
more than I think about heaven. Iam called for and 
longed for there. There is not alone yearning on this 
side: the heart of the heavenly host is drawing us, as 
the moon draws the tide, or as drops of water are drawn 
by the sun. 

Now let a man have ail that, let him accept it, let 
him live in it, let him follow it out, and do not you see © 
how different the world looks, and how changed it must 
be under such circumstances? So I turn away, and if 
is strange how different things look. 

Suppose I were to read all the newspapers? What 
would you think of a man, in a day like this, taking 
off his clothes and going into a pasture, and rolling in 
a nest of thistles and nettles in pursuit of botany? 
There are a great many men who seem to me to act 
just like this. They hunt for tfouble. They are alive, 
and feverish, to see if there is not something to make 
them feel bad withal; and they fret over this and that. 
Suppose I should say, * Oh! everything is going against 
me; oh! everybody is hateful; oh! nobody is so much 
abused; oh! I wonder if anybody pities me—I will go 
and pray’’? Do you suppose [I am such a sneak as 
that? Ido not care any moreabout it than I do about 
the rattle of asnare-drum when the band go playing 
down the street. It is not that I am particularly con- 
temptuous; but it belongs to that great scale of farces 
in which there are ten million things that are born to- 
day and die to-morrow—ephemeride. 

I will use an illustration which may come home to 
some of you, though it may not reach the case of 
others. A man takes a mug of beer, fresh drawn, on 
which there is foam two inches deep. He is thirsty, 
and wishes to drink it; but be looks at the bubbles on 
the top, and waits for them to disappear; and he gets 
a pin and undertakes to prick them, and so dispose of 
them, in order that he may get down to the substance 
of the matter. But he is not half as foolish in the 
opinion of those who drink beer as, in the opinion of 
one who discerns what life is in its higher ranges, are 
those who worry themselves about the ten thousand 
annoyances and impertinences and vexations that 
overtake them in life. When God made fleas, he also 
made human fleas; when he made mosquities, he also 
made human mosquitoes; when he made vermin, he 
also made corresponding human vermin; when he 
made mischievous beasts and animals, he made them 
as prototypes and parallelisms of developments in the 
human family and in society ; and a man might as well 
sit on the edge of the Dismal Swamp ‘and mourn to 
think how many poisonous insects there were; he | 
might as well mourn to think how many bugs there 
were in the potato vines; or he might as well mourn 
to think that there were so many worms creeping 
under him in the ground. The moment a man sets 
himself to mourning over vermin he has a life job be- 
fore him—and how unmanly it is! 

A man says, ‘You don’t mean, Mr. Beecher, that 
you don’t care about things? You don’t really mean 
to say that it is a matter of indifference to you whether 
men care for you or not?’ If I laugh or smile, men, 


| say, ‘* That must be affectation.”

Well, a man has been gone to China for five years, 
and during that time he has hardly seen a face that 
he knew. He bas made the voyage across the sea, and 
reached New York. He has to go to New Hampshire 
‘by cars. It is a sweltering hot day; the dust rises in 
‘clouds at every road-crossing, and the passengers are 
in great discomfort, and neither by fauning them- 
selves nor by any other means can they make traveling 
under the circumstances endurable. But this man sits 
in his seat—a sturdy, sun-burned, ocean-tanned fellow 
—and does not think much about the dirt and grime, 
or what is going on around him. A man sitting near 
him, and noticing his composure, says to him, *‘ Now, 
my friend, you don’t mean that you do not perceive 
that there is trouble in this car?’ ‘‘Oh yes,” says the 
sea-faring man. ‘I see that there is trouble; but I 
was not thinking of it!” ‘* What were you thinking 
of?” “I was thinking of my father and mother, and 
of home. I have been gone five years, and lam on my 
way back. I did,not see that there was trouble in the 
car; but I now see it, and Iam sorry for you.” ‘Do 
you really mean to say, old fellow, that you sat here 
and didn’t know that there was any dust in this car?’ 
If a man ta!ked to me thus, J should look at him; I do 
not think [ should talk with him. 

What sort of a man would that be who, on going to 
his own wedding, or going to see the girl who was to 
be his wife, should all the time be thinking about dust 
aud sweat, and the trouble of going? You would not 

‘call him a man, you would call him one of the homun- 
culi—one that had hardly got a fair start in life.’ 

So in this world when a man has a great purpose, or 
when his affections are stirred up, the things which 
are annoyances to the lazy and the languid not only 
are not annoyances to him, but he hardly thinks of 
them. It is in the power of a noble feeling to expel 
@ares and troubles. And when a man is under the 


dominion of a divine impulse, when he has such Chris-- 


tian faith that he believes in eternity, in God, in Praow- 
idence, and in manhood, when he glories that he is in 
Christ, then he has a courage, a fortitude, a patience, 
an unprovokableness, a largeness of mind, such that 
he is more than he could be if he were not in the 
Lord Jesus Christ; and he feels all the time, “I be- 
long to the living church on earth, and my Captain 
is the Lord Jesus Christ; and everybody who looks 
at me says: ‘I want to see how one of Christ’s 
men acts.’’’ 

With that idea of the eternal and divine presence 
and power, and with this sense of the manhood by 
which you are to testify to the work of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, are you the man who should be disturbed by 


- trifles and petty annoyances? Are you one that should 


wonder that anybody should be undistubed by them? 
I should be ashamed of you if you should wonder 
at it. 

I have probably gone through as many annoyances 
in the last five years of my life as it often befalls any 
man to experience in an equal length of time—and 
with this peculiarity, that they were annoyances 
which were exquisitely adapted to annoy me, which 
just fitted my temperament and disposition, and which, 
if anything could have done it, would have overmas- 
‘tered and smothered me. 

Now, l am the leading brother and pastor, by elec- 
tion.and affection, of this church—of this body of God's 
people; and I have gone through a great trial, not 
ignorant of other trials before, I tell you (I have a 
right to say it: maugre the publicity that is given to 
these meetings, I must, once in a while, have a chance 
to speak to you confidentially, brethren and sisters, 
young men and maidens, a great brotherhood of be- 
lievers, who look up to me as your pastor; and I have 
a right to stand in your midst and speak thus) God bas 
tried me for five years as probably he has not tried 
you, or any of you; and by the grace of God, although 
T have had my dark times, although I have gone under 
the wave and through the fire, I have been kept in the 
main in peace. I have not been so tried as that I have 
broken down in courage; and, although I have many 
things to be thankful for, I think Iam more thankful 
to God to-day for this than for anything eise, that my 
heart is not embittered, that my feelings are not 
soured, and that I am not in any way whatsoever 
turned against any human being. There is not a crea- 
ture that lives on the face of the earth the latchets of 
whose shoes I would not unloose if it were made to be 
my duty to Christ to do it. I have not toward any 
human being one particle of bitterness: and there is 
not the being that lives whom I know on the face of the 
earth that I would not be more willing to serve than to 
strike. And I bear witness that this spirit is contrary to 
my natural tendency. I bear witness that it comes from 
the crucified One, I bear witness that it is because I 
have been with Jesus Christ, and have studied the life 
of Christ and the disposition of Christ, aud because it 
is the sovereign ambition of my life to be a manly 
fellow—and my idea of manliness is that of being a 
man in Christ Jesus. Therefore, after having gone 
through this long campaign, I come out with a spirit 
of love, compassion and tenderness towards all others, 
content and patient as for myself, and with a calm 
‘courage for the future; and it is not for me to trouble 
myself about what transpires, because all things are 
in the hands of God, who is always victorious, And 
whether I go up or whether I go down here, I shall go 
up in the kingdom of God; for I have perfect confi- 
dence in God that he cares for me, and I am satisfied 
that he cares more for me than the men of the round 
earth could do, and that he is my Tower, wy Rock, 


pleases to call me into the other life. 


my Fortress, my sure Defense, and my everlasting 
Reward. Having had this experience, I have a right 
to stand in your midst, dearly beloved, and say, “ It is 
not a vain thing to follow the Lord Jesus Christ.’’ 
There is truth in religion. It is more than a rapture 
or arhapsody. It is a soul-sustaining power, good to 
live on, good to die on, good to live again upon forever 
and forever; and when I preach to young men and 
maidens here and hereafter, I want you to understand 


‘that the things of which I speak to you are things 


proved—things that I believe not only, but that I be- 
lieve because I have been penetrated with them in my 
own personal life and experience. 

Now, by the grace of God, Iam going to say one or 
two more things. One of them is this: that I look 
with all courtesy, all sympathy, and all respect, upon 
the nght of anybody on the earth to think of me just 
as he chooses to think. Whether you think one way 
or the other, Iam not angered, and I shall not be 
angered. Let men form their own judgments. I ac- 
cord to other people the most perfect liberty of opin- 
ion, which I do not claim, but which I exercise, for 
myself. 

In the next place, whatever men may think, this 
world is so large, and God eits on it and drives it in 
such a sense, that it does not lie with you, nor with 
anybody on the face of God’s earth, to determine my 
future. That is a matter that lies with me and God, 
and God and I against the world. 

Now, Iam not going-to be put down. I do not pro- 
pose to be put down in any other sense than the sense 
in which wheat is put down when it is sowed. If any- 
body treads me in the gyound I will come up a hun- 
dred-fold. Ido not say this as a matter of arrogance. 
I simply say that where there is patient continuance 
in well-doing nobody can be put down. Ido not care 
what other people think of me. 
God knows it; and time will disclose it. I know that 
there is health and strength in me, and I know that 
the appetite for work will never cease till the coffin 
lid is screwed on me. I do not work fgr any other 
reason than that work has always been sweet to me. 
This world is not going to be destitute of opportunity, 
here or somewhere; and with you, or with those that 
need me more, under God’s providence, and under the 
genius of the divine love, I am going to work out my 
life. Now, let me see the man that shall stop it! It 
lies with God and me. Nobody is allowed to vote on 
that subject. And as long as there is sorrow to be 
assuaged, as long as there is ignorance to be enlight- 
ened, as long as there is discernment to be imparted to 
men under difficult circumstances, as long as there is 
sympathy. to be encouraged, love for the unloved, 
patience for the outworn and the weary, championship 
for the downtrodden, tongue for those that cannot 
speak their own want—so long as there are men that 
need God and cannot see him directly, and want some- 
body to reflect him for them; as long as God loves me, 
and gives me his spirit and his power (and tbat will be 
till he takes me into his own bosom)—so long I will do 
God’s work among the poor and needy in this world. 

I did not care, when I began, for high places, I 
went into the wilderness. I did not take myself out 
of the wilderness. I was called out. I did not come 
here with any ambitious desire. I was sent here. I 
did not stay here because I had any particular schemes 
or plans of life of my own. I was kept here by the 
divine providence thatsent me here. I shall stay aslong 
as God’s providence keeps me here. I shall go when 
God’s providence takes me away. 
as God wants me to live. I shall die as soon as God 
Living or dying, 
I am the Lord’s, first,—man’s afterward; and my feel- 
ing is simply this: “‘ What wilt Thou have me to do?” 
That I willdo. I would do it, though there were ten 
thousand devils in the way. That is my future—to 
ask God, day by day, ‘‘ What wilt thou, above the 
babble of tongues, above the roar and noise of pas- 
sionate men, above the fleeting and tempestuous 
passions of the hour, have me to do?” There is the 


great serene Heart of peace and love, and his name 


is God; and his other name, now better known to me, 
is Father; and I have day by day to say, “ Dear 
Father, what wilt Thou have me to do?’ and that I 
shall do» and hell and the devil cannot stop it. 

Now, Christian brethren, I bave said these things to 
you. [wish I could have said them with closed doors 
and windows, and without report. f would even, if I 
did not know human nature, ask that they might not 
be reported; but then, that thing, in the idea of all 
the world, which ought not to be reported, is the 
thing which must be reported. Therefore it would 
be quite in vain forme to make any such request as 
that. We are an unfortunate church in this regard, 
that we live out of doors. We cannot cry and wipe 
our eyes without its being reported. There is not pri- 
vacy, bor anything of that kind, for us. Neverthe- 
less, it was in me to say these things to you. 

And it was in me to say to you, I admire you, I 
honor you, I love you, for your patience, for your 
fidelity, for your trust; and I am your leader 
and friend, not perfunctorily, but by the grace of 
God; and the hold which I have had upon you has 
arisen from your confidence in my Christian life. 
It isa just confidence. I ama Christian. I live near 
to God. I live on the precinct of the eternal world. 
I shall meet you there. You shall not be put to 
shame in me, nor shall I be put to shame in you; 
but you and I, companying together in this life, will 
rise purer than the dew when it rises from the earth. |

I shall live as long

together; and amid our congratulations and rejoicings 
we shall smile to think what pitiable creatures we 
were on earth to have thought that we were in any 
trouble.

A FAVORABLE VIEW OF MOHAMMEDANISM. 
Mohammed and Mohammedanism. Lectures delivered at the 
Royal Institute of Great Britain in February and March, 

1874. R. Bosworth Smith, M.A., late Fellow of Trinit 

College, Oxford, etc. New York: Harper & Brothers, 1875. 

This book, comprising four lectures, is an at- 
tempt, says the writer, ““within a narrow compass, 
but, it is hoped, from a somewhat comprehensive and 
independent point of view, to render justice to what 
was great in Mohammed’s character, and to what has 
been good in Mohammed's influence on the world.’’ 
He makes little claim to originality of treatment, but 
seems to have studied the researches of others, as well 
as the Koran itself, with both thoroughness and inde- 
pendence, and in an admirable spirit of eandor and 
sympathy. He has made an extremely interesting 
book. Its account of the Jeading facts in the charac- 
ter of Mohammed and his religion will probably be in 
great part new to the mass of intelligent English and 
American readers. Its necessary incompleteness pro- 
vokes hunger for further information, which in a work 
of this kind may be considered a merit. The author’s 
method is not that of the historian but of the essayist, 
selecting salient features of his theme, and aiming at 
enforcing some special inferences rather than at giving 
a general historical outline. To some extent, this de- 
ficiency in purely historical matter—for as a deficiency 
it will be felt by most readers—is supplemented by an 
appendix containivg an article from the Quarterly 
Review by the learned Emanuel Deutsch, which gives 
the personal history of Mohammed with some full. 
ness. 

Mr. Smith writes with a special and definite aim. He 
attempts to show that Christianity, instead of waging 
war on Mohammedanism, ought to recognize it as its 
own best ally. The system founded by Mohammed, 
he urges, bears witness to the great truth of one God, 
the righteous ruler of the universe; it enforces a 
morality lower indeed than the Christian ideal, but in- 
comparably higher than the heathen moralities it has 
superseded; and it succeeds among races on which 
Christianity makes almost no impression. Of the two 


religions, the author believes that “ tbeirs isa unity,

above and beyond that unity of Christendom which, 
properly understood, all earnest Christians so much 
desire; a unity which rests upon the belief that the 
children of our Father may worsbip him under differ- 
ent names; that they may be influenced by one spirit 
even though they know it not; that they may all have 
one hope, even if they have not one faith.”” These 
positions—some of them at least—are bold indeed, and 
surprising as taken by an English Churchman. But it 
is to be said that Mr. Smith writes in a thoroughly re- 
ligious spirit. We may hesitate at his conclusions, but 
we cannot fail to recognize the moral and spiritual 
elevation, as well as the thorough sincerity, with 
which be writes. And if in his desire to be fair he 
seems sometimes to be even more than fair to the relig- 
ion of Mohammed, a view from such 8 standpoint may 
be no bad offset to the altogether hostile view with 
which Christians are familiar. 

The actual strength of Mohammedanism is brought 
out by Mr. Smith in striking colors. It numbers, we 
are reminded, from one hundred to one hundred and 
fifty millions of believers ‘‘as sincere, as devout, as 
true to their creed, as are the believers in any creed 
whatever.”’ The impression that its conquests were 
all made in its first outburst, and that it has gained 
nothing since, is shown to be a mistake. In the ex- 
treme East, it has driven a wedge between the great 
Buddhist empires of China and Burmab; it has gained 
a foothold in the East Indian archipelago; and, espe- 
cially, it bas made and is still makipg marvelous con- 
quests throughout Africa. Itis spread there no longer 
by the sword, but by “earnest and simple-minded 
Arab missionaries.’’ Whole tribes are brought by it 
to lay aside their devil-worship, or fetich; polytheism 
instantly disappears; sorcery and human sacrifice are 
abolished; self-respect, cleanliness, hospitality and 
temperance are developed; industry becomes reputa- 
ble in place of idleness; polygamy indeed is still toler- 
ated, but apart from this chastity soon becomes one 
of the common virtues. In comparison with these 
changes, wrought by Mohammedanism on a broad 
scale and with,rapid advance all over the continent, 
the slow progress of Christianity in Africa is certainly 
remarkable. 

From this general view of the immense present 
strength of Mohammedanism, and the favorable as- 
pects of its missionary successes, we naturally turn to 
inquire as to the essential nature of the religion itself, 
and the character and work of its founder. We have 
not space for even a condensation of Mr. Smith’s ac- 
count of Mohammed, or the yet more interesting 
description in Deutsch’s essay. The theory that he 
was a rank impostor is set aside at the outset. Indeed, 
that view which sees in the founder of any great re- 
ligion a mere charlatan repels any thoughtful student 
of history. The facts of Mohammed’s life, preserved 
with wonderful fullness, and especially the Koran 
itself, in which we have at first-hand his own utter- 
ances, show him not only an essentially sincere man, 
but one of a fervid spiritual nature, a profound faith 
in his own mission, and a devotion to great religious 
ideas. To the Semitic races, says Mr. Smith, seems to 
naturally belong the conception of the prophetic 
office, as that of a man directly inspired by the Al- 
mighty. Mohammed believed that he stood in the 
prophetic line of succession with Adam, Noah, Abra- 
ham, Moses and Christ. He reverenced the latter, 
though having only the vaguest knowledge of him, 
derived by hearsay from those who held avery cor- 
rupt form of Christianity. Indeed, in the seventh 
century Christianity at its best estate was sunk far 
below its original purity; its most prominent repre- 
sentatives were busy in theological hair-splitting; and 
it had almost died out of the East. Among the Arabi- 
an tribes idolatry and gross superstition prevailed. 
The account of Mobammed’s inward call to declare as 
he believed the one living and trve God, to bid men to 
purer faith and a higher life; the picture of his inward 
struggles and sufferings, the reluctance and self- 
distrust, the growing confidence, the throes of soul 
and body through which his “ revelations”? came to 
him—all these make up one of the most thrilling chap- 
ters in biography. That, with his after success, and 
his career as a warrior and statesman, there came 
to him some deterioration, is certain, yet that he re- 
mained essentially sincere and single-minded Mr. 
Smith earnestly maintains. He finds a proof of bis 
sincerity in his consistent disavowal of miracle- 
working power, and in the condemnation of his own 
faults which he recorded in the Koran itself. 

In the culminating chapter of his work, Mr. Smith 
examines the moral and spiritual quality of Moham- 
medanism. He emphatically asserts that the sensual 
character popularly attributed to it does not proper- 
ly belong to it. Its founder laid stress on the rewards 
and punishments of a future life, and described them 
to some extent in imagery appealing to the senses. 
But it was not an easy or a sensual religion to which 
he bade his followers. He dealt with polygamy and 
divorce very much as Moses did, putting limitations 
on what it was virtually impossible in the existing 
state of society to abolish. He improved the condi- 
tion of women, securing to them juster and kinder 
treatment; he probibited the killing of female in- 
fants; and, says the author, his laws and the sentiment 
he aroused have made Mohammedan countries freer 
than any other from the class of professional prosti- 
tutes. In absolutely prohibiting gambling and intoxi- 
cating liquors, he put a greater check on those two 
great evils than Christian governments have ever suc- 


| common-sense plans. 


| ceeded in doing. Slavery was not abolished, but it 
was softened; and slavery among the Arabs, says Mr. 
Smith, is free from the worst features which it has 
elsewhere, the separation of families being absolutely 
prohibited by Mohammed’s legislation. Charity to 
the orphan, the captive and the poor, is especially en- 
joined. Humanity to animals is not only commanded 
but practiced among Mohammedans to a higher de- 
gree than under any other religion. Again, the reli- 
gion of Mohammed is essentially a spiritual religion; 
it has no caste of priests, no sacrifices, no slightest ap- 
proach to image worship. Its idea of God is less sym- 
pathetic and lovable than that presented in Christian- 
ity, but it is intense, and has won acceptance among 
whole races where Christianity has never prevailed. 
The real successes of the Christian faith, says Mr. 
Smith, have been among the highest and most civil- 
ized races. It is, indeed, a higher and nobler faith 
than that of Mohammed; “it opens humility, purity 
of heart, forgiveness of injuries, sacrifice of self to 
man’s moral nature; it gives scope for toleration, de- 
velopment, boundless progress to his mind; its motive 
power is stronger, even as a friend is better than a 
king, and love higher than obedience.”’ It has pro- 
duced higher lives, and its ideal life—that of Christ— 
is transcendently higher than in the case of Moham- 
medanism, ‘Yet the unprogressive races of the East- 
ern continent seem to accept the lower faith where 
they will not accept the higher; and in that compara- 
tively lower there is so much of good, such immense 
advance on heathenism, that Mr. Smith pleads ardent- 
ly for a sympathetic instead of a hostile attitude on 
the part of Christians. And his case is very strong 
when he urges that if Christian missionaries are ever 
to win over Mohammedans they must alter their tac- 
tics; must cease to discredit the Arabian prophet, and 
‘pay him his due homage; must dwell on the common 
elements of the two religions, and exalt morality 
rather than dogma; and show how perfectly Christ— 
whom Mohammed half-knowing reverenced—realized 
the ideal toward which Mohammed strove. 

Mr. Smith’s line of thought in these Lectures is so 
novel and interesting, that we have preferred in this 
review to describe it at some length rather than to 
discuss any of the questions which it suggests. In 
reading his earnest and fascinating argument, we can 
sometimes hardly resist a smile at the fervor of bis‘ad- 
miration for the great Arabian’s religion. ‘‘ Almost 
thou persuadest me to become a Mohammedan,” 
would seem a natural commefit on some of his eulo- 
gies. Yet, while reserving our judgment as to some of 
his conclusions, we feel that thé general spirit of the 
book is admirable, and that it will do good both by 
the information it conveys and the charity it inspires. 


PRACTICAL ARCHITECTURE. 


IMustrated Homes: A Series of Papers Describing Real Houses 
Soe People. By E.C. Gardner. Boston: J. R. Osgood 


The author of Homes and How to Make Them 
has certainly hit upon an original and very taking 
way of—we were about to say advertising bis business. 
That is not quite what we mean, although if we could 
divest the phrase of its mercevary implication it might 
answer the purpose. Mr. Gardner’s book indicates a 
higher end than the mere attainment of the usual 
commission. The book before us is an improvement in 
many respects on his first essay in this direction. It is 
far more practical, and therefore of more real value to 


new house. He deals chiefly with houses of moderate 
cost, one of them—and a right pretty and convenient 
little box it is—is estimated as low as five hundred dol- 
lars, and all of them are apparently designed on strictly 
We can give no better idea of 
the scope of the work than by quoting a few sentences 
which seem to embody the author’s notions of interior 
constructional economy: ‘* The plumbing must all be 
in the center of the house, and every pipe must be 
where I can lay my hand on it in five minutes. Each 
room in the house must have ample independent ven- 
tilation; the ventilating flue for the water-closets must 
be adjacent to the kitchen chimney (this in order to 
secure a steady upward draft). 
outside studs must be cut off surely at each floor. The 
roof must have ventilating flues between the rafters, 
discharging at the ridges, and provided with valves. 
There must be two cold-air boxes from opposite direc- 
tions for the furnace, and the main drain must be 
ventilated between the sewer and the house.’”’ How 
far the author’s references are to real houses and real 
people we have no means of knowing, but the charac- 
ters, animate and inanimate, read like actual life. At 
any rate he has madea charming little book, which we 
cordially recommend to all builders of whatever depth 
of purse. , 


A VOLUME OF GOOD SERMONS. 


Through the Year. Thoughts relating to the Seasons of Na- 
ture and the Church. By Horatio N. Powers, Rector of 
—e © Church, Chicago. Boston: Roberts Brothers. 

We do not often come upon a volume of re- 
published sermons which seems to us to have much 
value for the genera] public, but we have found an 
exception ‘in Mr. Powers’s book. Its chapters are 
thoughtful, spiritual, full of sympathy for human life, 
sensibility to the influences of nature, and warm 
Christian faith. It bears in its substance the mark of 
no special school or church. In form it corresponds 
to the ecclesiastical year of the Epist®pal Church, the

Advent to Lent,”’ ‘‘ Lenten Days,” ‘‘ Easter and Easter- 
Tide,” ‘‘Whitsuntide,’ and ‘After Trinity.” 
in spirit it is of the church universal, and we have 
found scarcely a reference to the peculiar tenets or 
usages of the writer’s own denomination, though 
there is certainly no indication that he is not in loyal 
and hearty sympathy with it. There is scarcely any 


in them, and his united humanity and Divinity are 
strongly emphasized. The preacher dwells much on 
the beauty of Christ’s character, his full response to 
all the wants of the human soul, and the manifestation 
of the Divine Nature which he affords. A character- 
istic of the book is reverence and love in the highest 
degree for the person of Christ, together with great 
freedom from scholastic theologizing. It is distinct- 
ively and strongly Christian, with little savor of 
ecclesiasticism. There is nothing of the polemical 
spirit toward either conservatives or radicals. The 
author seems to be one of that increasing number 
of religious teachers who find their work in bringing a 
large and fruitful conception of Christianity home to 
the actual needs of men, leaving intellectual warfare 
and the demoiition and construction of systems to 
other hands. The seasons of the year are recognized 
in the book, as well as the festivals of the church. 
The experiences of every-day life, its drudgeries and 
cares and pleasures, are dwelt upon, as well as the 
deeper experiences of joy and sorrow; there is especial 
sympathy with the higher aspirations of men; and the 
Christian hope of immortality is the keynote of 
many chapters. Under the titles ‘‘ Nature,” ‘“ Hu- 
manity,’’ and * Religion,” there are tributes respec- 
tively to Agassiz, Sumner and Charles Kingsley. The 
book is worthy to be read and enjoyed by many; and 
itis a fruit of that living, spiritual Christianity which 
is the true strength of the Episcopal and of all other 
churches.

Rebecca 
Harding Davis writes of border life during the civil 
war under the head of ** The Yares of the Black Moun- 
tains,’’ the said Yares being a band of plucky brothers 
who ran terrible risks for their Unionism when the 
Confederacy was in its most desperate straits. ‘‘ Search- 
ing for a Grave in a Strange Land” is by Leonard 
Woolsey Bacon, and there are numerous other well 
selected miscellaneous articles, 


In the Galaxy for July—which appears in new 
type, and printed on smooth, slightly tinted paper— 
is the continuation of Justin McCarthy’s novel, and 
of Mrs. Annie Edward’s *“*Leah.”’ This last is rather 
unpleasant, though by no means uninteresting reading. 
If English society is largely made up of such charac- 
ters as are here introduced, we do not care to import 
it. Richard Grant White writes of pronunciation in 
his usual racy style; Albert Rhodes treats of Alex. 
Dumas; A. W. Colgate considers whether or no the 
trip to Europe can be shortened—an important ques- 
tion in view as well of the present problem as to 
standing armies, as in regard to the personal comfort 
of travelers—and there are sundry other short tales 
and essays of current interest. 


The Popular Science Monthly gives its first pages 
to an illustrated entomological article by E. R. Leland 
—“‘Anent Ants.” It is a most curious and instructive, 
and no doubt entirely trustworthy, account of these 
highly intelligent little creatures. Wonderful as are the 
traditions currently reported concerning them, the ex- 
act researches of science bring out facts quite as mar- 
velous. ‘‘ The First and the Last Catastrophe,”’ by Prof. 
W. Kingdon Clifford, is a somewhat speculative but 
strictly scientific discussion as to the origin and end of 
the world wich we ivhabit. Dr. Warker’s article on 
‘“*Sexual Cerebration” will command wide attention 
from its bearing on some of the most important prob- 
lems of social science. The other articles are: ‘‘ The 
Deeper Harmonies of Science and Religion,’’ ‘“‘ The 
Biography of a Bird,” ‘Recent Polar Explorations,”’ 
‘“*Savagism and Civilization,’’ ‘‘ Thunder Showers,”’ 
‘The Australian Fever Tree,” ‘‘The Endowment of 
Scientific Research,’’ and a ‘Sketch of William R. 
Grove” (with Portrait).

While the result is thus uncertain, we 
make no comments on the subject; but in his 
Lecture-Room Talk of last Friday night, published 
in full on page 546, Mr. Beecher speaks freely of 
his own feelings and purposes. 


POLITICAL PROSPECTS AND OPPOR- 
TUNITIES. 


IGHT months have passed since the great 

Republican defeat of last year, and both 
parties are holding their State conventions and 
drawing the lines on which the next battle is to 
be fought. The Republican party has made no 
conspicuous rally sinee the catastrophe of last 
November. It came to grief then partly because 
it had ceased to represent any living and fruitful 
idea, partly because its administration had been 
infected with the corruption of the times. Inthe 
first respect it is as badly off as ever. No man to- 
day can name any political idea which the Repub- 
lican party represents, except in terms so vague 
that the Democrats would claim the same things 
for themselves. Yet, though wanting able leader- 
ship, and deficient in definite principles, the Re- 
publican party seems to us to stand on decidedly 
higher ground than it occupied a year ago. The 
administration of the general Government has 
improved intone. The Cabinet is stronger in its 
personal composition. Secretaries Bristow and 
Jewell have done good work in clearing away 
abuses in their departments. There is evidently 
a great deal more to be done, but in general the 


_Administration shows the right spirit. The Pres- 


ident’s selection of new Secretaries has won con- 
fidence both for his intentions and his judgment. 
His renunciation of the third-term idea has clear- 
ed the air of apprehension and uneasiness. Still 
further, it is increasingly plain that the interfer- 


ence po.icy at the South, which has long wrogght 


nothing but mischief, has about come to an end, 
unless some mischance shall give to it new life. 
The revolt against the party whip toward the close 
of Congress was strong enough to draw the sting 
from the worst measures. A judicious compro- 
mise has given peace to Louisiana. Fulminations 
of the old hostility and suspicion toward the 
South are rarely heard, and call out no response 
from the people. The Bostonians who cheered 
Fitzhugh Lee and heaped honors on the soldiers 
of the South spoke the true feeling of New En- 
gland and the North. 

The Republican party, in brief, Riwiag no 
eminent statesmanship in its leaders, has shown in 
the last few months a rightness of intent and an 
intelligence which are reassuring. The Democratic 
party, though under the inspiration of success, 
has as yet shown almost nothing of constructive 
statesmanship on the part of its leaders. In the 
want of any definite political creed, it is quite as 
badly off as its rival. In one conspicuous instance, 
in this State, a Democratic Governor has led in 
the attack on a great financial abuse, with nota- 
ble courage and resolution. Governor Tilden is 
by no means alone. Other eminent Democrats 
are among the foremost in hostility to corruption. 
The wave of reform spirit in the community has 
doubtless lifted both parties somewhat. But in 


| their successes the Democrats have shown no lack 
of their old eagerness for the spoils, nor have they 
in any way given evidence that a national victory 
on their part would give a more honest or unpar- 
tisan administration. 

The most notable recent indication of Demo- 
cratic policy on national questions, is the action 
of the State convention of Ohio in calling for 
what is really unlimited inflation of the currency. 
There was a heartiness in the declaration which 
showed that it “*meant business.” And it was 
followed by the old humiliating spectacle of party 
leaders of character and intelligence yielding with 
a shrug to the victory of the lower elements, and 
‘‘supporting the ticket” which represents: a 
vicious and dangerous idea. The week after, the 
Maine Democratic Convention declared emphati- 
cally for hard money. The party is split on the 
greatest practical question of the time. So, 
though less openly and less evenly, is the Re- 
publican party. But there is this difference 
between the two: the most prominent and 
energetic advocates of inflation are Democrats; 
inflation appears to be stronger among the rank 
and file of that party than among Republicans, 
and, what is especially important, the minority in 
the Democracy almost invariably yields submis- 


| sively to the majority, no matter how flagrantly 


wrong. There is no more favorable sign of the 
characteristic quality of the Republican party 
than the readiness of its members to ‘‘ bolt” when 
they honestly dissent from its course. The Re- 
publicans who voted for Mr. Greeley in 1872— 
though we thought them mistaken—gave evidence 
as a body of an honorable independence of judg- 
ment. Therevolt in the House last winter, which 
secured the defeat of the Force Bill, and of inter- 
ference in Arkansas, showed the same quality. 
And as the two parties have always shown them- 
| selves, the Republican is in this respect the safer 
to be trusted : its better elements will always re- 
volt against the worst mistakes of the dominant 
element and check them. But with the Demo- 
crats the first article of faith seems to be to stick 
together. The inflationists that captured the 
Ohio Convention doubtless expect to bring out 
the full party strength at the polls. The same 
faction will undoubtedly try to control all the 
Western conventions; and, in case of a partial 
success next fall, to which the discontent arising 
from hard times may help them, the signs are not 
unfavorable for their victory in the National Con- 
vention next year. We most heartily wish success 
to Senator Thurman, Governor Tilden, and the 
others who are struggling to carry the Democ- 
racy for a sound currency. They are contending 
for what we value above all questions of party—a 
financial policy of honesty and health as against 
one of deceit and ruin. We are unqualifiedly glad 
of every victory won in Democratic councils by 
the opponents of rag money. 

Two duties lie beforethe Republican party. One 
is so obvious that we hope even the average poli- 
tician cannot fail to see that his safety lies in 
accepting it. That is, to renounce and fling away 
utterly all talk about the wickedness of the South- 
ern whites, and the need of a Federal protectorate 
over the blacks. The citizens of the North and 
the South are coming every day to trust each other 
more. Every centennial jubilee, every memory of 
the days when Virginia and Massachusetts stood 
shoulder to shoulder, helps to sweep away all later 
rancors. Unless through some miraculous folly of 
politicians, next year is going to have as its grand- 
est celebration a reunion of Northern and South- 
ern hearts that will bury the embers of civil war 
forever. Any party that sets itself at such a time 
to blow them into life is digging its own grave 
and lying down in it. The only men who can 
prolong the feud are the Southern Democrats, 
who may, if they choose, in the next Congress, 
alarm the nation as to the security of the funda- 
mental guarantees which secure the equal rights 
of all. We do not believe they will do anything 
of the sort; and if they do not, the Republican 
party will be under not only an obligation but an 
absolute necessity, at its next national convention, 
to discard the policy of suspicion. 

The other duty of Republicans is no less clear and 
imperative. It is to take ground everywhere for 
an honest currency. It is to insist that a dollar 
in name shall be made a dollar in fact; and that 
that standard shall then be as unalterable by 
Congress as the length of a yard-stick or the ca- 
pacity of a bushel measure. Let the party take 
this ground, and where at first it brings defeat, 
let it bear defeat. The party throughout the 
country, if standing for friendship between North 


and South, for the rights of black citizens and 


white citizens alike, and for an honest currency, 
would, we believe, win a great victory, and, what 
is more, it would deserve it.

HEN a mania is recognized in literature of 
& more permanent type than the current 
publications of the day, we may fairly assume 
that it is the fashion. It so happens that ‘“‘ me- 
disvalism”—which polysyllable we place between 
inverted commas as a mild protest against its ap- 
plication to everything that is useful and pretty 
in household and decorative art—has made its 
appearance in several novels, not counting the 
books which have been written for the purpose of 
introducing it to publis notice, and may now be 
regarded as one of the popular tendencies of 
the time. It is an outgrowth of what was once 
called the Pre-Raphaelite School of Art, whereof 
Turner was the accredited prophet and founder, 
and of which Mr. Ruskin is to-day colloquially 
recognized in English circles as the ‘‘ Pan,” which 
we take to be short for Pantarch or Panjandrum. 
Of late years the compound ‘ Pre-Raphaelite” 
has given place to ‘‘realistic,” and this in turn 
seems to be dividing the honors with ‘‘ medizval.” 
Realism is a term applied for the most part, and 
very appropriately, to picturesque art and the 
different forms of sculpture. ‘‘ Medixvalism” is. 
mainly used at present to describe a certain class 
of household furniture, and is making its way to 
a more general application to architecture, interior 
and exterior. 
Professionals have a term which seems to us 
more nearly expressive of the idea than that 
which we have placed at the head of this article, 
namely, ‘‘ constructional.” It is a trifle awkward, 
to be sure. Mr, Richard Grant White would not, 
if he were asked, wholly approve its legitimacy. 
Its meaning is obvious, however, and it is in the 
dictionaries, although without its mechanical def- 
inition. In England it has for years been fash- 
ionable to furnish buildings, public and private, 
in this style, which we regard as eminently 
sensible, albeit somewhat expensive as at present 
understood. The idea is simply to conform the 
shape of the structure, whether it be a footstool 
or a church spire, to the nature of the material 
from which it is made. Metal may be combined 
in slender rods and twisted into all sorts of con-. 
tortions, but wood cannot beso used except to a ° 
limited extent. Within sightof the desk at which 
we write is one of the worst instances of vicious 
construction that we have ever seen. It is an 
office table, with four legs sawn from pine, in 
something the shape of a capital 8, but not so 
muchcurved. Of course the strength of the wood 
is entirely lost, and a break-down is certain under 
provocation which ought to be inadequate. 
Constructional furniture frankly shows where 
it is joined. Its maker does not hesitate upon 
occasion to let the end of a mortised cross-piece 
project through and beyond its support, fastening 
it with a wooden pin. It is just such furniture as_ 
any careful workman will make if he follows his 
own notions and tries to produce something which 
shall exactly answer the purpose for which it is 
intended. If he has taste and an eye for propor- 
tion as well as the power of neat workmanship, it 
is more than likely that he will construct what is 
termed in high art circles a piece of ‘‘ medixval- 
ism.” Mr. Justin McCarthy in one of his novels 
makes fun of this style of furniture on account of 
its angularity, his principal objection being ap- 
parently to the chairs and sofas, which he asserts 
have no comfortable curves, and do not invite to 
repose. Probably we cannot in these days of 
machinery prevent manufacturers from making 
furniture which is to be covered with upholstery 
in the cheapest possible way. If they make it 
strong and not too heavy, we will not complain, 
and our housekeepers can gratify their taste for 
color by covering the upholsterer’s padding ac- 
cording to their several means. There is no reason 
why furniture of this kind should not be in the 
same room with the other and more artistic 
styles. 
Among forms of constructional furniture, we may 
mention that made from bamboo or cane, and the 


bent-wood designs which are coming into use. 


This last recalls the old-fashioned chairs which 
were common enough half a century ago, but 


which have disappeared with a good deal of hon- 


est work of other kinds. The modern styles aro 
very graceful and very strong, for bent-wood has, 
‘somehow, & different look from that which is 
‘sawn. We hope to see this style of furniture 
largely manufactured in this country, where the 
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choice of appropriate woods is so wide and varied. | 


If ‘‘medievalism,” while it is the fashion, sends 
us back to a more judicious and original use of 
the materials which we have at hand for houses 
and their contents, we will not find fault with the 
word, inappropriate as its general application 
threatens to become. 


THE NATION STILL IN DANGER. 


HE American Missionary Association has 
published a tract setting forth truths which 
should arrest and hold the attention of every en- 
lightened American citizen. The subject of this 
tract is the ignorance and degradation of the 
emancipated negroes of the South, and the abso- 
lute need of intellectual, moral and religious cul- 
ture to fit them for the duties of citizenship, and 
to remove the alienation between the North and 
the South growing out of negro slavery. The 
facts in the case are presented in a most impres- 
sive shape, and the dangers which they portend 
are clearly pointed out. It is shown that more 
than twenty-five per cent. of the children of the 
Southern States (of course including many whites) 
are unable to read; that thirty-nine per cent. of 
the voters of the South, white and black, are 
equally ignorant; that the public expenditures 
for education in the South, with a larger popula- 
tion than that of either the Eastern and Middle 
or the Western States, are only about one-third 
as much as in each of those sections respectively ; 
that the State of New York alone spends more 
annually for educational purposes than all the 
Southern States put together—the exact figures 
being, for New York, $11,256,894; for all the 
Southern States, $11,176,344. When it is remem- 
bered that education at the North is far enough 
from what it should be, the picture of the South 
presented by these figures becomes dark indeed. 
There is no need of argument to show that, this 
* vast amount of ignoranee, with the vice and super- 
stition that are its inevitable fruits, is a prolific 
source of danger to the Republic. The events of 
the last ten years in connection with the State 
Governments of the South speak to us in a voice 
which no good citizen should disregard. The one 
thing above all others needed at the present time 
to heal the differences between the North and the 
South, and ensure the safety of our Republican 
experiment, is a hearty union of the patriotic and 
Christian people of both sections in one grand 
effort to diffuse the blessings of education in the 
Southern States. Every effort in this direction 
tends to harmonize the two sections, so lately in 
hostile array against each other, and to consoli- 
date the Union upon the basis of mutual esteem 
and kindly fellowship. The best men in the South 
see this, and long for an opportunity to clasp 
hands with us in this good work. The South is 
poor, the North is rich; hence the most solemn 
obligation is resting upon the latter to make large 
and generous contributions for educational work 
among the ignorant masses of the former. 
** When the cultured whites of the South see the 
North earnestly and successfully engaged in these 
unselfish Christian labors, they will not be slow 
to recognize the motive, and join in the efforts ; 
for, with all their prejudices, the Southern people 
are generous, and when once the tide of their bet- 
ter impulses sets in the right direction, we may 
expect it to flow with characteristic enthusiasm.” 
The responsibility for the present condition of the 
South rests largely upon the North: The slaves 
were enfranchised by Northern power, and for us 
to leave them in their ignorance and degradation 
would be on our part an act of stupendous wick- 
edness and folly. 
Among the agencies now at work in this field, 
the American Missionary Association stands 


prominent. It has under its care seven institu- 


tions chartered by Southern States, giving higher 
education to the more advanced pupils; it has 
seventeen normal or graded, and thirteen common 
schools, training young men and women as teach- 
ers. In all its schools it has nearly 10,000 pupils, 
and its former students are now teaching 64,000 
children—thus training the people to teach them- 
selyes. These schools meet with the warmest ap- 
probation of influential Southerners and the 
Southern press, and to some of the institutions 
liberal appropriations of money are made by 
Southern cities and States, thus showing a most 
gratifying spirit of fraternal co-operation. A 
mnillion of dollars poured into the treasury of the 
Association during the present year for this ob- 
ject alone would not be too much for the crisis 
that is upon us. Our rich men should remember 
that the safety of their estate depends upon the 
éafety and prosperity of the Republic, and these 


in their turn depend on the intelligence and vir- 
tue of the people. 


A WISE DECISION. 


HE Board of Education in Rochester, after 

long and careful deliberation, has voted, 12 
to 4, *‘that all religious exercises of any nature 
be prohibited in the public schools.” The resolu- 
tion was introduced by an Israelite, and other 
members representing the different sects assented 
to its justice. The resolution, moreover, is under- 
stood to be in accord with the views of the lead- 
ing clergymen of Rochester of most of the 
denominations. The schools of that city now 
rest upon the true American idea of secular edu- 
cation by the State, and religious education by 
the family and the churches. To this ground, we 
are persuaded, the whole country will speedily 
come, to the great advantage not only of the 
schools but of religion itself. 

The Observer warns the people of Rochester 
that this measure will not satisfy the Catholics, 
and as a proof that it will not it quotes this para- 
graph from the Catholic World: | 

“The exclusion of the Bible would not help the matter. 
This would only make the schools purely secular, which 
were worse than making them purely Protestant: for, as it 


regards the State, society, morality, all the interests of this 
world, Protestantism we hold to be far better than no reli- 


gion.”’ 

We have no doubt that the enemies of the com- 
mon school system in the Catholic Church, who 
are represented by the Catholic World, will regret 
the step taken by the Rochester Board of Educa- 
tion, because their chief weapon against the 
schools is thus wrested from their hands; but the 
Catholie friends of the schools will rejoice, for 
they know that the plea of sectarianism is ten- 
fold more potent than the plea of ‘‘ godlessness.” 
We neither expect nor seek to make our schools 
acceptable to their enemies ; but we do desire to 
remove all reasonable grounds of objection to 
them on the part of their friends; and the great 


majority of Catholics in. this country, including | 


not a few of the priests, are favorable to the 
common school system. They can stand their 
ground against opposition, and make their fight 
all the more effective when the schools are com- 
pletely secularized. We venture to say there are 
thousands of children in the parochial schools of 
this city to-day, whose parents were persuaded 
to withdraw them from the common schools upon 
the plea that the latter are Protestant or sec- 
tarian. Remove that objection, and many of 
those children may yet be recovered to the com- 
mon schools. Many priests denounce the schools 
of this city as godless, in spite of such religious 
instruction as they now offer; their denuncia- 
tions would be not more but less effective if all 
such instruction were forbidden. 

We rejoice that the truth on this subject is 
making its way in spite of many opposing obsta- 
cles. The question is before the people of Qhio, 
and enters into the pending election there. The 
Democrats are understood to favor a division of 
the school fund in obedience to the demands of 
Catholics, while the Republicans have openly de- 
clared their hostility to the project. The Repub- 
lican State Convention of California, recently 
held, gave expression to the only sound doctrine 
in declaring that ‘‘ the freedom of the State from 
ecclesiastical control is of equal importance with 
the maintenance of religious freedom from State 
control; that the common schools and institu- 
tions of learning of the State were established as 
a preventive of the crime and poverty which 
attend ignorance, and we will tolerate no interfer- 
ence with them from any quarter; and that any 
effort to divide the school fund for the purpose of 
supporting sectarian schools with portions thereof 
shall be met with all the resistance in our power.” 


OCCASIONAL NOTES. 


—Less than forty years ago, when ‘‘Carolina’s 
high-souled daughters,’ Sarah and Angeline Grimké, 
having emancipated their own slaves, were appealing 
with marked success to the women of Massachusetts 
in behalf of their sisters in bondage at the South, 
speaking to crowded audiences of their own sex in 
halls, vestries and private houses, wherever they could 
gain a hearing, the Massachusetts General Association, 
in a Pastoral Address, written by the Rev. Nehemiah 
(“Southside”) Adams, warned the churches of the 
State of the awful danger of women getting aut of 
their sphere. The authority of Paul was cited, and 
the old simile of the vine twining around the oak was 
used to enforce the obligation and illustrate the beauty 
of womanly subordination to man. This address 
furnished the text of one of Whittier’s. most stirring 


lyrics, which is good reading even now. But what 
marvelous changes time does bring about! At the 
meeting of the Massachusetts Geueral Association, 
recently held at Amherst, the Rev. D. O. Mears read a 
paper on “The Primitive Diaconate,” in whieh he 
asserted that there was scriptural authority for con- 
ferring this office upon women, citing Alvord and 
Lange in support of this view, and contending for tbe 
measure as one Called for by the present condition and 
needs of the churches. The Rev. Addison P. Foster 
gave an account of the practical working of the office 
of deaconess in his church in Chelsea, where six ladies 
are designated for that service, and have for more than 
@ year past rendered most efficient assistance. Then 
came a general discussion, the drift of which appears 
to have been strongly in favor of the proposed meas- 
ure. One brother inquired “ what was to be the 
culminating point in this introduction of woman to 
new duties. Was it to end in woman suffrage?’ 
Strange to say, nobody seemed to be frightened by 


women would but take hold and speak in our meet- 
ings, we might have 100,000 added to our churches in a 
year, instead of but 10,000. Another remarked that 
“if the present movement, bringing forward women 
in the church, is of God, it will prosper; but if not, 
it will soon be seen to come to naught.” Rey. C. D. 
Barrows gave an account of the successful work now 
carried forward in his own congregation in Lowell by 
means of a female city missionary, who gives herself 
up to these duties, and acts as a connecting link be- 
tween the church and the community. The Associa- 
tion finally voted to print Mr. Mears’s paper with 
the minutes of the meeting, and also to strike off a 
separate edition for general circulation among the 
churches. The vote also included a request that Rev. 
Addison P. Foster furnish the statement which he 
made of the practical working of the office of dea- 
coness in the First Church in Chelsea, to be printed 
with the essay, and as supplementary to it. 


—Rev. O. B. Frothingham, in the Indez, recom- 
mends the use of the Bible, or rather of selections 
therefrom, in the schools, not as a book of religion, 
but as a text-book for readers. He says: 

‘* As a text-book for readers, the Bible has great recom- 
mendations. Its language, beside being a model of smplicity, 
affords admirable studies in the composition, construction, 
and development of the English speech. The imagery is 
natural and bold; the rhythmical movement is grand; the 
thoughts are noble; the narratives simple and touching, and 
at the samé time so remote from immediate concerns, from 
the interests and passions‘ot the hour, that they can be ad- 
mired as pure literature. The Bible is the great English 
classic, and should serve for English students the same uses 
that the Greek and Roman masterpieces serve for students 
of the dead tongues.”’ 

Matthew Arnold, recognizing this idea, has made a 
compilation from the prophetic writimgs of Isaiah; and 
Mr. Frothingham says: 

‘Other books of the Old Testament would furnish reading 
lessons as good, and in some respects better, and in very great 
variety. No more instructive, interesting, or entertaining 
lessons can be taken from English or any other literature. 
Would it not be an admirable result of the best judgment in 
education, if such selections were made and adopted in all 
schools, private and public, in place of the trumpery extracts 
pat ephemeral literature that fill the class-readers now in 
use 

—Miss Kate Hillard, of Brooklyn, is making a 
good impression asa lecturer in England. Her lecture 
on Shakespeare’s Sonnets was given in London, in the 
Victoria Rooms, and Mr. Conway says it gave great 
satisfaction, not only by the animation of its delivery, 
but the sparkling wit and ingenious criticism of its 
substance. Miss Hillard dealt incisively with English 
essays on the sonnets, pointing out errors in the work 
of Mr. Heraud, and utterly demolishing the fanciful 
notions of Gerald Massey. She will spend a part of 
the summer in the Isle of Wight, and on the south- 
western coast, whence she will return in October, and 
be again surrounded by her mapy literary friends in 
London, before returning, with, it is to be hoped, im- 
proved health, to resume her labors in America. 


—‘‘Grace Greenwood ” met a very cordial recep- 
tion in London, among old friends and new, on her 
recent arrival there. ‘ 


—The class which graduated at Bowdoin in the 
year 1825 celebrates its semi-centennial anniversary at 
the approaching Commencement, July 8th. Nathaniel 
Hawthorne was a member of thia class. Three others 
of its members take a part in the exercises. Henry W. 
Longfellow gives a poem; Rev. Geo. B. Cheever de- 
livers an oration; and Rev. John S. C. Abbott gives a 
biographical sketch of the thirty-seven who graduated, 
thirteen of whom are still living. It is said that the 
occasion will draw a large concourse to Brunswick. 


—A story of the childhood of the late Dr. DeWitt 
offers a capital illustration of the way in which the 
spirit of a moral precept is often sacrificed to “‘the letter 
that killeth.”” When the Doctor was a small boy, his 
mother, on going out of the house, put him on a chair in 
the middle of the room, and told him to stay there till 
she came back. She was gone longer than she intended 
to be, and in the meantime a colored servant began to 
scrub the floor. When she reached the chair where 
he sat, she wanted ‘Shim to move, but he would not. 
She then tried to move him, but the boy made such a 
time about it she had to give it up. He said his-mother 
told him to stay there, and he was going to do as he 


was told. When his mother came back, she found him 


this awful question. Another brother thought thatif - 
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where she had put him, and the fioor was all scrubbed 
but where he sat. This literal sort of obedience is 
Very well in a child not old enough to understand the 


‘spirit of his mother’s command; but the boy would 


none the less have obeyed his mother, if he had moved 
his.chair out of the servant’s way. There is hardly 
any form of words that may not sometimes be made 
to work injury by sticking to the letter at the expense 
of the spirit.

A London minister says that if he had his life 
to live over again, he would spend more of it preach- 
ing to children. Perhaps it would be more profitable 
to spend it in becoming better acgainted with children. 
The pastor who understands them thoroughly will be 
jueclined not sv much to preach at children as to 
preach to both young and old to become as children. 


The Charlestown Sunday-schools assembled on 
Bunker Hill the Sunday after the great anniversary. 
As they had no centennial of their own to celebrate— 
Sunday-schools not being known to our excellent an- 
cestors—they were called upon to make a demonstra- 
tion against the vice of intemperance which one 
speaker denounced as a worse foe than the ‘“red- 
coats,’ and a harder one to vanquish. What distin- 


guished this gathering was the fact that all churches 


were represented by the schools—Baptists, Catholics, 
Congregationalists, Episcopalians, Methodists, Univer- 
salists and Unitarians—and there were speakers from 
each. We do not believe that even the narrowest secta- 
rian would object to this mixture of the religious ele- 
ment on such an occasion any more than be would stop 
toask about the denominational views of the men who 
stood up on that same hill for another purpose a hun- 
dred years before. Among the speakers was Vice- 
President Wilson, who knows something about the 
extent of intemperance in this country, both in high 
and low places, and who raises his strong voice against 
it at every opportunity. He believes, moreover, that 
the rising generation ought to be brought up to face 
and grapple with this enemy in dead earnest, 


Conventions are meeting now—more than we 
can notice—in one place and another, nearly all of 
which seem to have caught the working spirit of the 
recent National Convention at Baltimore. The New 
England gathering at the beautiful lake near Weirs, 
N. H., on the 16-20 insts., is described as an extremely 
practical and pleasant one, as it must bave been with 
Miss Smiley, Dr. Vincent, Eben Tourjee, Rey. W. H. 
H. Murray and others to make the addresses, An en- 
thusiastic State Convention was held about the same 
time at Lebanon, Penn., and there are more to come. 
As long as these meetings stick to their object, namely, 
to consider live Sunday-school topics, they will be 
endorsed, but not otherwise. 


During the rest of the year the lessons will all 
be from the gospel of John, Christ’s beloved disciple. 
This book gives us, what one theologian has said of it, 
more of an insight of the Saviour’s heart than either 
of the other gospels. How faithfully and prayerfully, 
in this light, ought it to bestudied! Historically, the 
authorship and authenticity of John’s gospel is not 
disputed except by skeptical German critics. The 
date of its writing was about 80 a.p. John alone of all 
the disciples died a natural death. 


In the matter of instruction the Sunday-School 
Times believes that the best teachers should take 
charge of the lowest classes. ‘* The difficulty of teach- 
ing untrained classes,’ it says, “is greater than in 
teaching classes that have received some training. In 
the latter some habits have been formed. They know 
how to do some things, and hence are better prepared 
to learn how to do other things. More skill is requisite 
to determine the condition and observe the workings 
of the untrained mind than of the trained, and greater 
capacity for prompt adaptation to its movements and 
wants. , As it requires more discrimination, skill, and 
patience to teach the younger classes, it follows that 
the work of teaching such classes will be followed by 
greater self-improvement. The teacher who teaches a 
class that he may add to his own knowledge will re- 
ceive his reward, but it will not come in the shape of 
power.”’ 


From the same source we are glad to find the 
matter of summer excursions and holidays, to which 
we have referred, also taken up. ‘It is coming time,” 
our Philadelphia neighbor joins in, “‘ to put into effect- 
ual operation the different beautiful charities in be- 
half of children that the summer ushers in. The 
country homes, the sea-side hospitals, the excursions, 
and their organized agencies for improving the health 
and the morals of the children of our large cities, are 
on the eve of another season of their blessed work. 
It is to be hoped that all the means needed to sustain 
these movements will be unstintingly given as in past 
Seasons, and increasingly, that these labors of love 
may extend in influence and become permanent and 
very marked exhibitions of practical Christianity 
among us.”’

The charge of low tastes was founded upon the fact 
that there was not an artisan about the castle, from 
Caspar downwards, whom Dorothy did not know and 
address by his name; but her detractors, in drawing 
their conclusions from it, never thought of finding 
any related significance in another fact, namely, that 
there was not a single animal either, of consequence 
enough to have a name, which she did not know by it. 
There were very few of the animals,indeed which did 
not know her in return, if not by her name, yet by 
her voice or her presence—some of them even by her 
foot or her hand. She would wander about the farm- 
yard and stables for an hour at a time, visiting all that 
were there, and specially her little horse, which she 
had long, oh, so long ago! named Dick, nor had taken 
his name from him any more than from Marquis. 

The charge of lawlessness in her movements was 
founded on another fact, as well, namely, that she was 


‘often seen in the court after dusk, and that not merely 


in running across to the keep, as she would be doing at 
all hours, but loitering about, in full view of the win- 
dows. It was not denied that this took place only when 
the organ was playing—but then who played the organ? 
Was not the poor afflicted boy, barring the blank of 
his eyes, beautiful as an angel? And was not mistress 
Dorothy too deep to be fathomed? And sothe tattling 
streams flowed on, and the ears of mistress Amanda 
willingly listened to their music, nor did she disdain 
herself to contribute to the reservoir in which those of 
the castle whose souls thirsted after the minutiz of 
live biography, accumulated their stores of fact and 
fiction, conjecture and falsehood.

-The memory that forsakes the sun- 
light, like the fishes in the underground river, loses its 
eyes; the cloud of its grief carries no rainbow; behind 
the veil of its twin-future burns no lamp fringing its 
edges with the light of hope. I can better, however, un- 
derstand the hopelessness of the hopeless than their 
calmness along with it. Surely they must be upheld by 
the presence within them of that very immortality, 
against whose aurora they shut to their doors, then 
mourn as if there were no such thing. 

Radiant as she was by nature, lady Margaret, when 
sorrow came, could do little towards herown support. 
The marquis said to himself, “I am growing old, and 
cannot smile at grief so well asonceonaday. Sorrow 
is a hawk more fell than I had thought.” The name 
of little Molly. was never mentioned between them. 
Butsudden floods of tears were the signs of the mother’s 
rememberance; and the outbreak of ambushed sighs, 
which he would make haste to attribute to the gout, 
the signs of the grandfather's. 

Dorothy, too, belonged in tendency to the class of 
the unspeaking. Her nature was nota bright one. Her 
spirit’s day was evenly, softly lucent, like one of those 
clouded calm gray mornings of summer, which seem 
more likely to end in rain than sunshine. 

Lord Herbert was of a very different temperament. 
He had hope enough in his one single nature to serve 
the whole castle, if only it could have been shared. 
The veil between him and the future glowed as if on 
fire with mere radiance, and about to vanish in flame. 
It was not that he more than one of the rest imagined 
he could see through it. For him it was enough that 
beyond it lay the luminous.

Has 
not his being ever been for the sake of that which was 
yet to come? Is not his being now for the sake of that 


which it shall be? Has he not infinitely more to do 
with the great future than the little past? The Past 
has descended into hell, is even noWascending glorified, 
and will, in returning cycle, ever and again greet our 
faith as the more and yet more radiant Future. 

But even lord Herbert had his moments of sad long- 
ing after his dainty Molly. Such moments, however, 
came to him, not when he was at home with his wife, 
but when he rode alone by his troops on a night march, 
or when, upon theeve of an expected battle, he sought 
sleep that he might fight the better on the morrow.

HOME. 


By the union of the four Presbyterian churches 
in Canada, menéioned last week, our Northerp neigh- 
bors are now organized into the very respectable 
force of six hundred ministers and ninety thousand 
members. It seems that a number of churches in one 
of the branches hold back from the union, but the 
long-pending project is otherwise consummated most 
happily. All parties promise to drop the remem- 
brance of hard words and join hands for united work 
—‘a gain which,’ in the words of the Moderator, — 
will be immense.”’ 


It is not unlikely that we shall have Messrs. 
Moody and Sankey with us on this side in the Fall, as 
they have just been invited to come by representa- 
tive pastors of New York. They are about closing 
their stay in London and have not laid out a further 
tour abroad, so that their early return home may be > 
looked for, apart from the invitation. That, however, 
opens the door for them in our principal city, and is, 
moreover, a deserved endorsement of their stirring 
work such as they have not formally had from their 
own side of the water. em 


Iowa College, at Grinnell, in that State, cele- 
brates its twenty-fifth anniversary this week, and re- 
minds us of the extreme youth of the country in that 
direction by claiming to be the oldest institution of 
the kind west of the Mississippi. Both college and 
town have an interesting scrap of history connected 
with them—the latter having been settled by a relig- 
ious colony under Rev. J. B. Grinnell, of New York 
city, and never having had a drinking or billiard 
saloon in its limits—the former being founded by the 
Congregational churches of Iowa when there wasn’t 
a church in the State independent of the Home Mis- 
sionary Society. Neither could do otherwise than 
fiourisb, as they both seem to. 


Rev. W. G. McKinney, a colored Episcopal 
clergyman from New Orleans, has been in New York 
trying to raise money enough to complete his church- 
building in his own city. This appeal might well be 
responded to, since the Episcopalians have not as yet 
made any vigorous move among the freedmen. It 
would seem that they could work there with success, 
owing to the attractiveness of their form of service, 
which, Mr. McKinney says, goes a great way with 
them. Those who wish to counteract the influerice 
of the Roman Catholics in that field rather urge the 
Episcopalians to enter it with the same earnestness 
they have shown in their Indian missions; and they 


| would doubtless find coUperative allies there in the 
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three or four other denominations which are now 
-doing much for the blacks. 


A subscriber writes to the Congregationalist: 
“Stand up for truth and mghteousness, and I will be 
gatisfied ; but I want to see no more commendations of 
Unitarians or Unitarian works. What is to be gained 


gp thereby ?”? And the Congregationalist answers point- 


edly : *‘ The gain is in the fact that in order to ‘stand up 
for truth and righteousness,’ it is sometimes necessary 
to commend both ‘ Unitarians’ and ‘ Unitarian works.’ 
If we find in the memoir of Doctor Gannett, or in the 
‘conduct of Chandler Robbins, sound and strong and 
most serviceable appeals for the good truths that Or- 
thodox people prize, would our subscriber have us say: 
‘These things are admirable; and in the bighest de- 
gree evangelical, but as these people are Unitarians 
they are much to be disapproved of’?” 


If all the Episcopal churches elected vestrymen 
as usual on Easter Monday, there are some twenty- 
four thousand of these officers who are supposed to be 
aiding their pastors this year in all sort of good works. 
Whether they are actually doing so is a point on 
which information seems to be limited; but here is an 
Episcopal exchange ungraciously assuming that they 
are not, for it appeals to them in so many words: 
‘‘Brother vestrymen! let us turn to and make this 
year of 1875-6 a great one for the Church; let us push 
on an active campaign at the mission stations, in the 
families, in the world; let us attend service ourselves 
oftener, encourage some young man here and there to 
enter the ministry, raise the rector’s meager salary 


and assault the formidable church debt ; and, finally, | 


let each vestryman constitute himself a quorum for 
these noble purposes!’’ There is a martial ring in 
this, and if the vestrymen would only heed it there 
‘would be a new order of things in some parishes. 
Deacuns, elders, church members —everybody, in 
fact, pretending to be connected with a church—may 
also be supposed to take notice of the same appeal. 


It will strike most of us as a happy idea—that 
of the Benai Berith Association of Jews to send a 
handsome statue to the Philadelphia Centennial next 
year representing the principle of ‘‘ Religious Liber- 
ty.’’ Coming from the oldest and strictest sect it has 
some significance, and is withal a very graceful prop- 
Osition. The Jewish Messenger, we notice, favors the 
matter heartily, and calls for a prompt subscription 
of the necessary funds, from which we must infer that 


_ it believes thoroughly in this principle of religious 


liberty; but, unluckily, in the very same issue it gives 
sundry wealthy members of that faith in New York a 
downright scourging for sending their children to a 
**Christian school,’’ where it is possible that their re- 
ligious views may be influenced unconsciously in the 
wrong direction. It considers it, for instance, a little 
peculiar that prizes for “committing Sunday-school 
verses to memory” were awarded to boys whose 
parents were once connected with some Jewish con- 
gregation! ‘ Here,” it goes on, “are lads carefuliv 
indoctrinated in the teachings of Christian Sunday- 
schools. Do their parents care whether they grow up 
Christians or infidels; what chance have they of being 
Jews? This is in the City of New York, where we 
have thirty synagogues, a number of eloquent preach- 
ers, and a Jewish community of seventy thousand 
souls.”” Perhaps these parents are all wrong, but then 
won’t the Messenger give them the liberty to be so? 
If not, that marble statue may be to them “a stum- 
bling block.” 


Pastoral sustenation being one of the fresh 
questions of the day, we give below the scheme which 
the Vermont Congregational Association has adopted 
and tried for two years. It will assist all churches 
which meet the following conditions: — 

1. Actual installation of pastor. 

2. Salary at least $500. 

3. Average payment of at least $10 per resident church 
member. 

4. Parsonage not to be reckoned at more than $100. 

_ 5. No reduction of salary from preceding year. 

6. Church salary to be first paid quarterly ard reported. 

7. Advance payment to Sustentation Committee of con- 
tribution equal to one-twentieth of the church’s salary. 
wir Pastor to pay nothing toward meeting -above condi- 

9. Systematic contribution each year to American Board, 
American Missionary Association, Domestic Missionary So- 
ciety, and Sustentation Committee, as above. 

10. Two or more churches to be aided conjointly, at dis- 

cretion of Committee.” 
Nine churches have applied for aid and have been ns- 
sisted by a grant of three dollars to each. We infer 
from the report that being the limit set by the Asso- 
ciation. The committee in charge of this matter 
express their confidence in the value of the plan, and 
promise still better success for it if the churches will 
only come up to its support. 


This weather takes the Methodists into the 
woods. To-morrow, July Ist, the great fraternal 
camp-meeting opens at Round Lake, below Saratoga, 
and, like the one last year, is expected to be something 
extra-joyous. It is understood that all the several 
branches of Methodism will be again represented 
there, and that the meeting will be especially marked 
by the interchange of fraternal greetings between the 
North and South, Bishops Andrews, Haven, Ames, 


Foster and Wiley, of the Methodist Church North, and 
Bishops Kavanaugh and Doggett and Dr. McFarrell, 
of the Church South, will probably be present and 
participate in ‘the services, also miuisters from other 
denominations. On the 21st a fourteen days’ gather- 
ing begins at the Thousand Islands, near Alexandria 
Bay. The Sea Cliff grounds, Long Island, will be 
ready July 2, where there is a tabernacle that will seat 
seven thousand persons. The National camp-meeting 
at Fernwood Grove, Philadelphia, is already under 
way. These are the general assemblages, which, how- 
ever, will not detract from the interest of the scores 
of local meetings held all over the country. Old pre- 
dictions that these field days of Methodism would run 
out of date are not being realized rapidly. 


PERSONAL NOTES.—Rev. George Whipple, well 
known as the senior Secretary of the American Mis- 
sionary Association, bas been elected President of 
Howard University, Washington, D.C., in place of 
Gen. O. O. Howard who resigned some time ago.—Rev. 
Dr. C. S. Robinson, of New York, declines the call to 
Park Street Church, Boston, seeing no reason why he 
should leave bis people here. President Cummings, 
of Wesleyan University, Middletown, resigns his office 
but retains the Professorship of Moral Philosophy.— 
Rev. Dr. 8. R. Wilson, lately deposed by the Southern 
Presbytery of Louisville for general unmanageable- 
ness, proposes, with his church, to join the Northern 
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[From Tucsday, June 22, to Monday, June 28.] 


Iowa Democrats, in Convention assembled, on 
Thursday put forth resolutions which are very posi- 
tive as to centralization, third terms, military inter- 
ferences, prohibitory legislation, reduction of the 
President's salary, and so on; but in regard to resump- 
tion they want specie payments only when they can 
be attained without injury to the business interests of 
the country, a “sufficient supply of the national cur- 
rency’’ being meantime maintained. Moreover, they 
disapprove the present system of national banking 
laws. Evidently they do not believe in specie as a 
means to the business prosperity which they would 
have secured. 


Secretary Bristow encounters some obstacles in 
forcing his whiskey suits at the West to a speedy 
trial. Counsel for the Government endeavored to 
secure an extension of the Court terms so as to bring 
on the trials at once, but the judges have declined to 
accede to the proposition, and the Secretary thinks, 
we must admit with some reason, that there is danger 
that this delay will tend to affect the coming political 
campaigns, a result which all save those who will gain 
somewhat thereby much deplore. The Secretary be- 
lieves, nevertheless, that many convictions will be 
secured when the cases come on next term, as the 
Government is in possession of very positive evidence. 
There is also apparently unavoidable delay in hasten- 
ing the smuggling suits in this city. 


On Tuesday news was received of the loss (June 
8th) of the United States steamer Saranac in Seymour 
Narrows, between Vancouver’s Island and the main 
land. Sbe was bound north to Sitka and Behring 
Strait on a scientific expedition and to make a collec- 
tion for the Philadelphia Centennial next year. The 
rock on which she struck is a well-known mid-channel 
reef, submerged at all stages of the tide, but with very 
deep water on either side. - Her loss is at present inex- 
plicable, the most reasonable theory being stupidity 
on the part of the pilot. The only consolation is that 
all hands were saved. The rock is so well known that 


1 it has been talked of as a pier for the bridge of the 


Canadian Pacific Railway. The Saranac is an old- 
style side-wheeler, of little value as a war-vessel, but 
useful for the peaceful offices at present required of 
our navy. She floated long enough to enable her to 
run alongside the precipitous shore and make fast by 
means of a hawser toatree. Then she sank in such a 
depth of water that not even her upper spars are 
visible. 

Farther details of the South American earth- 
quake confirm the first intelligences of its violence, 
although, as was surmised, the total loss of life is not 
so large as stated at first. It appears that several 
minor shocks preceded the final and overwhelming 
one which destroyed the city of San José de Cucuta in 
Columbia. Mail advices place the loss of life in that 
city alone at 3000, and probably several thousand 
more were killed in the neighboring regions. We note 
also an extract from the log book of the ship Hamilton 
of Boston, which describes the effects of what must 
have been a violent submarine earthquake in the 
South Atlantic on June 4th. The surface of the sea 
was suddenly agitated, rising in waves and sinking in 
whirlpools so that the ship was entirely unmanageable. 
She however sustained no damage, although her cargo 
was shifted by the unwonted shocks. 


Sanctioned by the traditions of years, it has 
beén the custom of undergraduates at Oxford to create 
such a disturbance on Commemoration day—an occa- 


sion corresponding with Commencement as understood 
by us—that scarcely a word of the addresses was audi- 
ble. The authorities of the University have heretofore 
tacitly acknowledged their inability to cope with the 
disorderly students, and this year evaded the respon- 
sibility by holding the exercises in a smaller room 
than that which has generally been used. Order was 
accordingly preserved, but the exercises were shorn of 
half their interest, and there is much dissatisfaction in 
England over the result. 


It is well known that the English Parliament- 
arian practice of asking the Prime Minister questions 
is not such an extempore affair as it seemsto be. The 
said minister is almost always notified beforehand of 
the coming question, and may, if he chooses, have his 
avpswer written and in his pocket. With so much 
preparation questions and answers should be clear and 
to the point. Here is the latest case: Mr. Whalley 
asked Mr. Disraeli whether “‘ he was prepared to state 
that her Majesty’s Government had given no occasion 
for the statements in the public journals of Berlin or 


others that this country ‘has ranged herself among . 


the possible adversaries of the German Empire in its 
contest with the Papacy’?”’ Mr. Disraeli replied that 
the Government “are not responsible for anything 
which appears in the newspapers, whether foreign or 
domestic.” If anyone is the wiser for this unanswer- 
able question and inevitable unswer it is well. 


Some improvements have been suggested by 
the French Committee of Thirty iu their report on the 
Supplementary Constitutional laws. Accepting the 
laws in general, they evince a striking reluctance to 
create the office of Vice-President, fearing perhaps 
lest, as in our own case, he may prove somewhat 
superfluous, and in the event of not having enough to 
do, may take to lobbying, or, to use the more polite 
phrase, to intriguing. In order to evade the creation 
of such an office they provide that in case of the death 
or resignation of the President the two Chambers shall 
immediately assemble without farther notice, and that 
neither assembly shall sit alone unless the President 
happens to die during an election. In this case the 
Senate may assemble without waiting for the deputies 
and may exercise all its functions except the legisla- 
tive. For the rest it is recommended that the Presi- 
dent shall not declare war without the consent of the 
two chambers, and that the chambers may be con- 
voked on demand of one-third of the members plus 
one, instead of by a bare majority, as was at first 
suggested. 


The Belgian Chamber of Deputies has proba- 
bly by this time passed a law for the prevention of 
intrigue looking to the assassination of obnoxious per- 
sonages in other states, especially Germany. Perhaps 
it will be of advantage for us to have a law of this 
kind sooner or later. If all European governments 
should extend such guarantees to one another’s states- 
men, it would be rather discourteous in us to refuse to 
join the compact. Here is the law: ‘Any person 
offering to commit or become an accomplice in any 
crime punishable by death or penal servitude, and any 
person accepting such a proposal, shall be liable to be 
sentenced to a term of imprisonment not less than 
three months and not exceeding five years, unless 
there are extenuating circumstances in the case. If, 
however, the offer be made verbally only, it will not 
be punishable by law unless contingent Upon some 
payment, or gift, or pfomise of reward.’’ Of course 
this is aimed at the prevention of Ultramontane at- 
tempts upon the lives of such men as Bismarck and 
Falk, but it would work quite as well the other way. 
If, for instance, Mr. Gladstone should become actively 
vindictive and should contract with some one to mur- 
der Dr. Newman or the Pope, he would be subject to 
imprisonment for five years, “unless there were exten- 


-uating circumstances in the case.” 


Before our next issue a friendly contest will 
have taken place in Ireland between the best rifie- 
men of the Irish clubs and an American team of six, 
of whose selection and departure the daily press has 
given full accounts. The reports of the practice firing 
of our representatives are highly satisfactory, 950 
points having been scored where only 1,080 points 
were possible. This beats the best recorded scores; 


and if our men succeed in retaining their nerve and 


coolness amid the Irish hospitality of which they are the 
recipients, it is not unlikely that they will be victors 
abroad even as they were at home. Thirty years ago 
the rifle was almost exclusively an American weapon, 
and it was popularly supposed in Europe that as 
marksmen we were unsurpassed. Since that time the 
universal adoption of the rifle in the different military 
services has induced practice which has so far im- 
proved the average of foreign marksmanship that 
Americans prior to last year had suffered a sad loss of 
reputation. It would seem, however, that we were 
too modest by half. A century ago we taught the 
Red Coats that the way to fight was to take aim, they 
having previously been accustomed to fire in action 
without that little precaution. Indeed, we were de- 
nounced as barbarians in the British official reports 
for this very thing, it being regarded as contrary to 
precedent to pick off the enemy’s officers. If we 
pgove ourselves still superior in this direction, after 
the changes of a century and in spite of our alleged 
nervous deterioration, it will be at least curious,

GETTING UP IN THE MORNING.

** Early to bed and eagly to rise 
Makes a man healthy, wealthy and wise. 


F reason followed rhyme as a natural sequence, 
the advantage of early rising would be definitely 
settled by this couplet. But though those set in au- 
thority over us bave habitually recommended the 
habit, there is such a remarkable discrepance between 
their precepts and their practice that anyone capable 
of putting “this” aud “that” together must believe 
that the other side has also got something to say for 
itself. 

Robert Hall thought the real question of early rising 
Was, not what time we got up, but what we did when 
We were up; and it is easy to see that the getting up 
of some people might be an evil instead of a good. 
Those who only live to be cruel at home and wicked 
abroad are better in bed than in mischief; and those 
who never do a kind or useful deed might possibly 
embarrass the working world less in bed than in 
crowding her thoroughfares and grumblipg at her 
ways. 

It is, no doubt, one of the mysteries of life that any 
good quality pursued far enough up is found to pro- 
duce bad consequences. Prudence becomes suspicion ; 
thrift, avarice; generosity, waste, etc., and therefore 
it is not beyond expectation that early rising—which 
is, after all, a contingent ratber than an absolute vir- 
tue—sbould be open to objections and dissent. 

I say it is a contingent virtue, because, in the first 
place, the great majority of early risers are such be- 
cause of their necessity—their avocations compel them 
to get up. But no one will pretend that this class 
verify the proverb; they get up reluctantly; they go 
to their work with heads bent earthward; sunrise is 
to them no daily miracle of beauty, but the inexorable 
time-keeper of their toil. Early risers on compulsion 
never learn the habit; a course of lessons extending 
over fifty years has been found too short. There is a 
story told of an officer, retired after such a term of 
service, who directed his servant to call him every 
morning at six o’clock with the usual formula: “Sir, the 
Officers’ call has sounded, and the General is on par- 
ade.”’” Did he wish to get up? Oh, indeed no! He 
was awakened for the pleasure of triumphantly an- 
athematizing the General and turning over for an- 
other sleep. 

In health, wealth and wisdom the large majority of 
compelled early risers are far behind the men to whom 
the getting up of the sun and the getting up of their 
servants is alike a mystery—men, who demand that 
the gearing of the day’s machinery shall be in order, 
and all the discordant elements shaken into their 
places, before they will have anything to do with it. 

But both classes alike have their ways determined 
for them by causes far beyond their control. The 
farmer and day-laborer must work while it is day, for 
they cannot plow or build by gaslight. The hours of 
the merchant, teacher, etc., are dependent on their 
neighbors, on custom, on a hundred things to which 
they are obedient, because there would be neither 
merit nor gain in dissenting from them. Wherein 
would it advantage a merchant financially if he got 
up at six and spent the next three or four hours 
grumbling and scolding because all the commercial 
world would not get up and go to work with him? In 
& moral sense he would be a loser; in a domestic sense 
he would be a nuisance. His servants would be very 
likely to give him notice, his wife to wear a look of 
deep dejection, his children to be either noisy or quar- 
relsome, and the house uncomfortably chill and un- 
tidy. Before breakfast he would be in a high state of 
hunger and disapproval, and quite ready to admit 
that the uses of early rising are found less sweet when 
tried than poets seem to think them. 

Again, this virtue is seriously influenced by geo- 
graphical conditions; a few degrees of latitude turn 
all its possible merits into personal gratification. No 
woman is inclined to deny herself reasonable credit, 
but it never occurred to me that my cool baths and 
pleasant canters before breakfast in the hot climate of 
Texas were anything but pure pleasure; that there 
were circumstances morally meritoriousinthem. Yet 
it is easy to see how the residents of hot countries, in- 
fluenced rather by climate than by conscience, should 
acquire a habit of early rising under very selfish con- 
ditions. 

I will suppose, however, that a person rises early 
from radically virtuous motives. For instance, be- 
cause they have a high opinion of the value of time, 
and wish to save some from sleep. Yet it is a notori- 
ous fact, which every honest soul will admit, that, 
though we all complain of the shortness of time, most 
of us have more than we know what to do with. That 
which is saved at one end of the day is generally frit- 
tered away at the other; and I, for my part, have no 
kind of doubt that the after-dinner siesta is the legit- 
imate child of early-rising. ' 

It is very exceptional constitutions that can do real 
“nard work or study as soon as they rise. The mind 
may be willing, but the body has to be propitiated 
‘with an offering of bread and coffee and a Mom of 
comfortable temperature. A cup of.coffee, a roll, and 


a little fire do not seem much to ask, and yet in ordi- 
nary circumstances, the baker, the milkman, the 
housemaid, and twenty other complications nullify 
the simplicity. Unless, indeed, the early-riser is above 
physical considerations, or bas Aladdin’s lamp and its 
slave, or is morally indifferent to every one else’s 
comfort, he will do better in every respect to keep 
time with the more conservative household arrange- 
ments. 

There is a traditional and imputed merit in some 
things, which we tacitly resent, and yet which we are 
not quite prepared to contradict. Thus we can per- 
ceive that early-risers are not as a rule amiable people. 
They come to the breakfast table either ostentatiously 
cheerful or offensively self-conscious. They ask ques- 
tions we would rather not answer; they volunteer 
information about themselves and their movements 
that is an implied reproof on our tardiness. We per- 
ceive that if they are not snubbed a little they will 
become a domestic species of the St. Simeon Stylites 
order—a prodigious conjunction of vanity and virtue; 
but we are restrained by an uneasy consciousness 
that perhaps we are a little dilatory—that after all 
there may be something in those old maxims and mo- 
ralitfes—that—in fact by our general ignorance of the 
whole subject. 

Professed moralists all speak highly of the habit of 
early-rising, and I make no doubt think highly of it, 
too. But I confidently assert that the majority of 
them are great lie-a-beds. Literary men have been 
more honest. Leigh Hunt liked to discuss the matter 
candidly before he got up, and thought it a fine way 
of spending a sensible, impartial half-hour. He liked 
to ask for proofs and precedents, to sophbisticate on 
the advantages of an even temperature of the body, 
and on the natural propensity to have one’s own way. 
To then consider the argument as applying to individ- 
ual character, how a money-getter might be drawn 
out of his bed by three or four pennies, but a student 


require a different stimulus. How a proud man might }- 


say, What shall I think of myself if I don’t get up?”’ 
but one more humble be content to waive the inquiry 
out of respect for his comfortable bed, etc., etc. 

Lamb acknowledges it to be very proper for the 
lark to be up to meet the sun, but thinks a mere hu- 
man gentleman that has no orchestra business to call 
him from his warm bed may be excused. He is even 
afraid that there is something Persian in this attention 
to the sun, and holds the good hours of dawn too 
sacred for such observances, choosing rather to linger 
in bed and digest his dreams. Every one remembers 
that Thomson lay whole days in bed, ‘‘ because he saw 
no reason to get up,’’ but he left us an immortal poem 
as the fruit of those still hours. 

Health is so positively and universally attributed to 
early rising and the morning walk, that I scarcely ven- 
ture to remark that it is more of a fancy than a con- 
viction, for very few people ever think of acting on 
it. I might also remark that there are obvious limita- 
tions to its excellencies: .that in our climate the num- 
ber of disagreeable mornings for walking exceed the 


pleasant ones, that chill, damp air is very depressing, 


not to say dangerous, and that dewy walks do not 
realize well in wet feet and draggled skirts. But I 
appeal to general experience whether walks before 
breakfast do not forestall the day’s strength, dis- 
arrange the spirit of usual labor, and throw the 
worker out of gear with the world. 

As to the pecuniary advantages of early rising, the 
limitations are still more numerous. Maxims are 
truths of periods, not truths absolute; and the period 
when men got rich by saving pennies and working 
every moment of daylight is nearly over. The race 
is now to the swift, and the battle to the strong, and 
men make fortunes instead of saving them. 

It has been said that it is good for the soul to begin 
the day with an act of self-denial. I do not think 
penance in any form educational, and though the 
heroes and heroines of novelists generally attain per- 
fection through self-inflicted duties, that is not the 
way in real life. Renunciation is the grandest of 
graces, but heaven must point out its objects, not our- 
selves; and self-denial is not a thing to be satisfied 
with a morning sop:—all day long we shall have op- 
portunities which will do good to others as well as 
discipline ourselves. 3 

If our children are to learn maxims, we must begin 
to coin some new ones. Many we now quote origi- 
nated in astate of society which we have outgrown. 
When people had no gaslight, no lectures, no concerts, 
no books, no newspapers; when they really went to 
‘bed with the lamb it was fitting they should get up 
with the lark.’”’ But, thank God, the world is past its 
childhood, and we sit up later now; for the highest 
and best part of our life—the part in which our social 
and intellectual faculties are satisfied and cultured, 
only begins when the day’s work is over, and the 
lamps of the household are lit. 

But nature is a strict accountant, and what we take 
from her at night we must pay in the morning. Peo- 
ple used to go to bed at nine, and if formerly “ they 
who would thrive must rise at five;’’ we now sit till 
eleven and rise at seven. But we may be thankful 
for these hours reclaimed from the night, if they are 
spent in learning more of the hearts of our wives, the 
characters of our sons and daughters; in communing 
with great thinkers, and writers, gnd artists, and 
musicians—for in them we add daily to the stature of 
our souls, 

Yet that we do no wrong to the body we must give 


| 
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it, its full measure of healthful sleep, and even occa- 
sionally calm and rest it, by an indulgence of that 
sheer passivity (not wasted time) which Lamb so 
aptly defines as * lingering half an hour in bed and 
digesting our dreams.”’

A POLITICAL LETTER FROM 
VICE PRESIDENT WILSON. 


To the Editor of the Boston Daily Adver- 


tiser: 


Natick June 23, 1875. 
ECOGNIZING, to the fuilest extent, 
the right of the press to review and 
criticise the words and acts of public 
men, I claim theright, and believe it to be 
sometimes the duty of those so criticised 
to vindicate those wordsand acts. Acting 
upon these convictions, I purpose to 
notjce some adverse criticisms that have 
recently appeared in a few Republican 
presses. 
Eight years ago there was printed at 
the capital a journal which assumed to 


“be the organ of Audrew Johnsonand the 


exponent of bis “‘ policy.’’ That journal 
still lives, and seems to be hugely grati- 
fied with the imputed reputation of being 
the organ of the present Administration. 
Recently returned from a short journey 
in a few of the States, South and West, I 
find myself and trip to have been the in- 
nocent cause of extreme solicitude tothe 
conductors of this assumed organ aud to 
those who inspire it, if there be any, of 
which I entertain more than a doubt. 
But all such solicitude, I assure them, is 
uncalled for. That little journey of mine 
was but the carrying out of advice to 
take a few weeks of rest before I com- 
menced upon the task I had marked out 
for the summer and autumn. Kindly 
welcomed by the people of both races— 
by Democrats, Republicans, and Con- 


-servatives—I visited colleges, schools, and 


marts of varied industries. Being wel- 
comed by people and presses of every 
shade of opinion, I said nothing in the 
twenty-nine brief addresses I made of 
public affairs or of party politics. Ispoke 
of law, order, peace; of industry, mater- 
ial development, education, temperance; 
of justice to black men and of a generous 
policy to white men. I visited the graves 
of Jackson and Clay, of Taylor and Polk, 
of Crittenden, Bell and Benton. I visited, 
too, a dying ex-Vice President, and chat- 
ted a moment with Mrs. Jefferson Davis 
in the streets of Memphis. Never did I 
make a more innocent or agreeable jour- 
ney than was crowded into those six 
weeks. But I find on my return that all 
this is very ‘‘significant.’’ These wel- 
comes from all, without distinction of 
race or color; these brief speeches; this 
visit to the couch of a dying man; that 
little talk with the wife of the President 
of the late Confederacy, were full of 
meaning. The wanderiuvg Vice Presi- 
dent’’ was “ too unanimous,’ he was ‘** the 
victim of Presidential aspirations,’’ and 
he must be rebuked as other gentlemen 
suspected of like desires had been. 

To all this I reply that I indulge with 
thousands of my countrymen the idea 
that the Presidency isa lofty and respon- 
sible position; that to be elected to that 
high office, and clothed with its vast 
powers for good by forty millions, is an 
honor by the side of which uncounted 
wealth must weigh as nothing. But, 
notwithstanding this high estimate, I 


assure the organ and all others alike ex- 
ercised that there is pot one being in all 
this broad land to whom I have ever 
written, spoken, or even hinted that I 
desired, hoped, expected, or intended to 
be a candidate. I assure them, too, that 
I have been so neglectful, not to say dis- 
courteous, as not to reply to letters writ- 
ten ine upon a subject these imaginative 
ones deem me so interested in. It may 
soothe their anxiety furtber if I assure 
them that I have neither money, por 
patronage, nor an organ; that I never 
made a promise, in a political life of 
thirty-five years, to give officeor patron- 
age to persons or presses for votes or 
influence, and that I never intend to do 
so. No money! no patronage! no organ! 
Surely this pitiable condition should con- 
sole and reassure, if it does not placate, 
these distressed gentlemen, who see such 
mighty influences in money, patronage 
and organs, and protect me from their 
jealousies and their suspicions. 

But there is another offense, hardly 
less heinous. On the morning of my re- 
turn to New York I was visited by a 
reporter of a morning paper, who pro- 
pounded several questions concerning 
my visit, and the condition of public 
and party affairs. Those questions I an- 
swered frankly as I would have done for 
any other paper, and these answers were 
published without any revision of mine. 
They were intended to reach and influ- 
ence, if possible, those Republicans who 
supported Mr. Greeley and the tens of 
thousands of Republicans who aided last 
year by their votes, or by not voting at 
all, in losing two-thirds of the States we 
had carried in 1872, and in converting 
a Republican majority of three quarters 
of a millon toa minority of half a mil- 
lion. They who do not see that these 
Republicans of 1872 and those now deep- 
ly dissatisfied, but who are still proud of 
the record the party has made, bold in 
their hands the fate of the next Presi- 
dential election, little comprehend the 
condition of public affairs, and of what 
is necessary to success. 

A journal that does not see the wisdom 
of trying to influence dissatisfied Repub- 
licans says that a New York paper has 
said sundry unkind things of me, and it 
taunts me with being ‘‘ the most forgiv- 
ing of men,”’ and declares that my ac- 
tion may be “excellent Christianity,” 
but it is not “self-respect” or ‘* manli- 
ness.’”’” I came to the conclusion years 
ago that life is too short to be spent in 
revenging mere personal wrongs, and I 
have been for along while forgiving men 
and presses that have said unkind, un- 
just, or untruthful things of me. I ex- 
pect to forgive those who are so foolish 
as to say untruthful things of me now. 
They need forgiveness, and if I can act 
in the spirit of excellent Christianity,”’ 
I can afford to let nry “ self-respect” and 
my ‘*‘ manliness’’ takecare of themselves. 

Iam accused, too, of not treating the 
President with becoming respect. 
Where? When? How? I am surely 
unconscious of any such purpose. I 
have seldom obtruded my opinions upon 
the President; and whenever I have 
made suggestions it has been because I 
religiously believed that what I deferen- 
tially suggested would be for the credit 
of his Administration, the success of the 
party. and the good of the nation. My 
opposition to the third-term folly has 
been construed, too, into opposition. to 
the President. But nothing is more un- 
true. When I saw that issue raised and 
pressed with such disastrous effect upon 
the party, by the adroit representations 
of its enemies, I took early occasion to 
say to timid friends that there was no 
real danger; thatit was contrary to the 
settled convictions and traditions of the 
people, and that they would elect no 
man President for a third term. I was 
actuated by no hostility to the President, 
nor by favor to any one desirous of be- 
ing his successor. I deemed the proposi- 
tion, by whomsoever favored, quite as 
fatal to the Republican Party as would 
have been a proposition to amend the 
Constitution so as to elect a President 
for life. 

Having opposed the policy of recon- 
struction when adopted, i is not sur- 
prising that the organ sees little or no 
progress in the Southern States, and that 
it criticises me for expressing the opin- 
ion that there has been progress, and 
that there is a better feeling thar here- 
tofore. Having been an anti-slavery 


man for thirty-nine years, and having 
read and thought much of Southern 
affairs, [ examined with some care 
the present condition of the South. 
There have been, unquestionably, mis- 
takes, mismanagement, and in some 
cases corruption on the part of those 
called to the high duty of working out 
the practical problem of a reconstruction 
in those disordered and devastated com- 
monwealths. But with all these mistakes 
and corrupt practices, I saw progress— 
slow, but I think sure. Had a prophet 
at the close of the war predicted that in 
the short space of ten years there should 
happen just what has happened, few 
would have believed him. Then the 
colored race, just emancipated, had 
neither property, homes, education, nor 
political or civil rights. Now, though 
little accustomed to habits of economy 
and thrift, it possesses millions of prop- 
erty, has hundreds of thousands of chil- 
dren in schools, has been clothed with 
civil and political rights, occupies high 
positions at home, and has representa- 
tives in Congress. .Then the white race, 
with institutions, industries, and labor 
disorganized, unaccustomed to toil, dis- 
appointed and defeated, were careless 
alike of the rights of black men and of 
the opinions of their countrymen. Now 
States, industries, and institutions have 
been reorganized, labor is becoming more 
honorable and more universal, the Gov- 
ernment is more respected, the old flag 
is more loved, and the favorable opin- 
ions of the Northern people more highly 
appreciated. Much remains to be done; 
but a beginning has been made, and 
hopeful progress has been already se- 
cured. There are yet unscrupulous men 
who are seeking to divide society and 
parties upon the perilous line of race. 
Enemies of their country, of mankind, 
and of God, these reckless men should 
receive the sternest condemnation of the 
patriot, the philanthropist, and the 
Christian. In spite, however, of all unto- 
ward influences, there is unquestionably 
a kindlier and better feeling pervading 
the South. I pity the head of that man 
who does not see and comprehend it, and 
the heart of him who does not acknowl- 
edge, hail and welcome it with gratitude 
to God and with hope for humanity aud 
the nation. 3 

It may be that I have spoken too often 
and too much; but my convictions have 


forced me to raise quite often the voice | 


of entreaty, advice, warning, remon- 
strance, and protest. I fear from the 
present outlook and the temper of a few 
presses it will be my duty, as it will be 
the duty of all devoted, experienced, 
and thoughtful Republicans, to continue 
to do so, however distasteful it muy be 
to those who seem to heed not the lessons 
of defeat. I am not one of those who 
believe that the way to make a party 
strong is to make it indefensible, or to 
close its ranks to the believers in its 
principles. Thesin for which I am now 
so sharply rebuked by self-constituted 
censors appears not to be unfaithfulness 
to the Republican platform and organi- 
zation, but my continuous efforts to wm 
back to the Republican ranks honest 
men who still adhere to the Republican 
faith. Having advocated the ideas em- 


bodied in the Republican creed andj 
fof a reckless, at least a restless, class 


illustrated in Republican deeds, in near“ 


ly 1,500 speeches, in twenty-seven States, 
I ought to know something of the feel- 
ings, desires, and purposes of the Ameri- 
can people. Finding nothing in the 
Constitution, nor in the traditions of the 
people, that forbid a Vice President to 
entreat or advise political associates to 
heed the lessons of experience in legisla- 
tion and administration, I bave warned, 
remonstrated, and protested against 
mistakes I believed would bring defeat, 
if not dishonor. 

Eighteen months ago I thought I saw 
danger looming up in the near future. 
I warned my Republican friends of the 
impending peril, and advised that we 
should, by wise and prudent legislation 
and administration, and by timely and 
efficient organization, strive to save the 
present House. But I was considered, 
by some who did not “scare well,” an 
alarmist, and was told with that super- 
cilious arrogance which has driven from 
us so many Republicans accustomed to 
organize victories, that ‘“‘the Vice Presi- 
dent had better not play the rdle of.a 
political. prophet.’’ In spite, however, 
of confident assurances of these presum- 


ing but not very sagucious politicians, 
unexampled disaster came. 

Ihad no doubt then that these were 
Republican defeats rather than Democ- 
ratic victories. Nor have I any doubt 
now thata majority of the nation still 
adhere to the distinctive principles of the 
republican Party, and can recover what 
was then then so heedlessly thrown away. 
So believing, I think duty to the country 
demands that Republicans should do all 
they can to so reinstate their party that 
it shall again invite and command the 
support of all who profess to believe in 
its principles, and who rejoice over every 
reform of acknowledged abuses. I have 
endeavored to look the situation syuarely 
in the face, and I havedoneand I intend 
to do all in my power, in spite of carping 
and captious criticisms, to reunite Repub- 
licans and tosecure again the ascendancy 
of the party that bas saved the Union and 
emancipated a race. 

Believing the continued success of the 
Republican Party to be conducive to the 
sure and more speedy development of 
the nation in its varied interests, upon 
the achieved basis of human rights, I 
think its presses and its leaders should 
now, in the spirit of seif-sacrifice, subord- 
inate their personal aspirations, rivalries,. 
and ambitions, and welcome all to their 
ranks with generous magnanimity, and 
so leave to a reunited, reorganized and 
reinspired party the selection, at the fit- 
ting time, of its candidate for the Presi- 
dency. They should now forgive and 
forget; and by areformatory and gener- 
ous policy, and by earnest and honest ap- 
peals for unity, win back, in the elections 
of this Autumn, Ohio, Pennsylvania, New 
York, California and Massachusetts. 
Successes, sO Won, Will assure a national 
victory in 1876. Such a victory will give 
tothe Republican Party, with its brilliant 
record for liberty and union, a grand 
opportunity to illustrate the opening of 
the second century of the Republic with 


glorious deeds.

DAME BARBARA. 


T is really of the smallest intrinsic } 

consequence whether the actual Bar- 
bara Freitchie, nonagenarian dame of 
Frederick City during the troubled war 
times, now with God, really did set the. 
patriot flag-staff in her attic window, 
and from that high perch, with shrill 
voice and gaunt gesture, address the 
on-coming banded Confederates, with 
Stonewall Jackson at their head, in the 
energetic terms recited by the poet. 
For, whatsoever the actual nonagenari- 
an dame of invaded Frederick did or did 
not do on that memorable day, the lady 
of the poem who is the imperishable per- 
sonage of this spirited battle-piece, cer- 
tainly did stand (and stands yet) at her 
attic window; certainly did wave above 
the advancing foe (and waves yet) the 
old heart-kindling ensign; and in this 
attitude, somewhat more real and endur- 
ing than her frail and passing prototype} 
or the dusty files that under her slow- 
waving banner have marched by into 
the still kingdoms, she will continue to 
stand for some ages of this world, till all 
the memories of our war and of Mr. 
Whittier’s poetry have died out in the 
clamor of wilder wars and louder songs. 
The lady of the verse is as throned Bere- 
nice—an inextinguishable, light set 
in our almost starless legendary sky, 
while the real old lady, all respect and 
honor to her, was transitory (alas, too, 


as illusory and perplexing in her flicker- |} 


ing radiance) as the witch fire of the 
marsh, which’ shines now red, now pale, 
and is sometimes on one side of the 
swamp fence and sometimes on the 
other. Swift courage that will front 
death is sublime in young or old, and 
when it is shown on a high stage the 
world always greets it with a tempest- 
burst of admiration. But there is noth- 
ing in the stability or the instability of 
the political sentiments of very old 
ladies of Maryland or elsewhere which 
need call for particular admiration 
or surprise. The real Dame Barbara 
at ninety may have been as fickle as 
the Widow Wadman, or as inflexible as 
old Sarah, Duchess of Marlborough; 
and she may have stormed at Stonewall 
Jackson (though, it is said, that grim 
warrior rode through another street 
than that on which ber mansion was 
situated) as she would with equal and 
impartial energy have stormed at Pap 
Thomas or Phil Sheridan, on the ground 
of general aversion to invaders and an 
unwillingness to have the village tran- 
quility of her life disturbed; or, on the 
other hand, amid the ashes of her heart 
the embers of her patriotism may have 
glowed with vital fire steadfast and 
unquenchable, as the poet says they did. 
But as to the ideal dame, there is no 
mistake about her. She is a patriot out 
and out, and her heroism is as enduring 
and unquenchable as that of Joan of Arc 
or Tomyris. And it is this ideal dame 
who has now become the real one, and 
concerning her no word save that of the 
poet is valid. If it could be proved that 


known in the flesh, that all the story 
about the flag was but a poetic mythus 
and air-drawn image, none the less 
would the gaunt, gray image, craning 
forth from peaked casement, one with- 
ered band grasping the flagstaff, against 
which the rebel shot had rattled, and 
the other outstretched and waving defi- 
ance and denunciation, the old, sunken 
eyes, with dull, smouldering fire in them, 
shining through the rheum of fourscore 


outlined in the world’s visien, as real as 
Garibaldi or the Pope or any the most 


poet who set her by her window, banner 
in hand, could not now pull her down, 
nor change the heraldry of her banner. 
“The gods themselves cannot recall 
their gifts,’’ as Tithonus on whom Au- 
rora bestowed the boon of immortality 
sorrowingly discuvered, nor can the 
poets. It is perfectly idle for retired 
soldiers on this side or that to come into 
court with shreds of testimony as to 
what the old lady did or did not do— 
“On that pleasant day of the early fall, 

When Lee marched over the mountain 

wall.” 

Equally idle are the historic scraps 
gathered up by “retired merchants”’ 
and local Dryasdusts, setting forth that 
the old lady had no flag, or at best but a 


little one of toy dimensions, like those 


which confectioners sell at the inconsid- 
erable price of a halfpenny to strengthen 
with accompanying lollipop the patriot- 
ism of sucking babes. We have noticed 
these shreds and scraps vaguely adrift on 
the rather stagnant and shallow pool of 
Western and Southern journalism for 
the last mouth or two; and while there 
is no particular offense in them they are 
vacant of. any useful import, and they 
hold out a dreadfully seductive invita- 
tion to bores, which they seem in the 
readiest possible mood to accept. The 
question had better be put to rest.

Farm and Garden. 


THE HAY CROP. 


ROM a careful article by Prof. W. O. At- 

water, of Wesleyan University, published in the 
Agriculturist for June, we condense the following 
seasonable information: The proper time to cut hay 
and clover depends upon what is wanted of the crop, 
namely, its value as food, the size and quality of the 
after-crop, and the value of roots and stubble left to 
enrich the soil for next year’s crop. 

The value of the crop as food depends first upon the 
quantity gathered, and next upon its nutritive proper- 
ties. The researches of Dr. Wagner, Superintendent 
of the Experiment Station at Darmstadt, Germany, 
have given some valuuble data in this direction. He 
selected a portion of a clover field where the growth 
was uniform, and measured off three equal plots. 
These were cut successively; the first on May 22d, just 
before the clover was in blossom. This yielded 8 
pounds of pure hay, Number two was cut June 13th, 
in full blossom, and yielded 114 pounds, Number 
three, cut near the end of blossoming, yielded 128 
pounds. This indicated a gain of about 800 pounds 
per acre in forty days. 

Analyses were made to ascertain the relative value 
of the cuttings, and found that the young clover was 
rich in nourishing properties (albumenoids), and of 
scant fiber, while the older cuttings reversed the re- 
cord. In forty days the total weight of nourishing 
matter increased from 64 to 100 pounds, 386 pounds in 
all, but of this gain only 1 pound was albumenoid, 
while the crude fiber nearly doubled. During the last 
half of the time the albumenoids gaiued scarcely at 
all, while the fiber rapidly increased. Tabulated and 
reduced to a money value, the result was as follows: 


Cut just before blossoming, 8 pounds... .. ‘ 
Cut in full bloom, 114 pounds, ................ $1 6 cts. 
Cut near end of blossom, 128 poundgs......... 


This brings us to another consideration, namely, the 
digestibility of the different crops, and Dr. Wolff, 
another German experimenter, gives light in this direc- 
tion. Of every one hundred pounds of organic sub- 
stance in the young clover the animals to which it was 
fed digested nearly 75 pounds, or nearly three-quarters. 
As the clover grew older it became less and less digest- 
ible, until in the most mature crop only 584% pounds in 
the hundred were digested. The youngest clover was 
nearly as digestible as meal or potatoes, while the old 
clover was not much more nutritious than straw. A 
comparison of the two statements makes a poor show 
for the later crops, for the indigestible portions in- 
crease far more rapidly than do the digestible por- 
tions. Prof. Atwater concludes that “tas far as the 
feeding value of the crop is concerned the most profit- 
able time for harvesting clover is a little before the 
period of full blossom.”’ 

The experiments upon other grasses have not been 
£0 extensive, but so far as they have been followed up 
they justify the same conclusion. 

As to the effect upon the after-growth, it is evident 
that the earlier the first crop is cut the more time will 
the second have in which to perfect itself. The object 
is, then, to hit upon a date which shall secure the first 
crop atits most nutritious period without infringing 
upon the time required for the development of the 
second crop. This corresponds as nearly as may be to 
the time just before full blossom indicated as most 
favorable for the first cutting. 

Perhaps the only objection to early mowing is the 
fact that there is a loss of organic matter in roots, etc., 
which would otherwise go to the enrichment of next 
year’s crop. When, therefore, clover-stubble is to be 
plowed in, a postponement of cutting secures a larger 
development of root which goes to enrich the soil, and 
thus, in part at least, makes up for the inferior quality 
of the hay. 


A FARM SCHOOL IN FRANCE. 


4 i school, which is a Government institution, 
was interesting, and, allowing for the difference 
of customs, may have some good suggestions for our 
own feeble institutions of similar character. Twelve 
apprentices, who must be at least seventeen years old, 
are received each year; the course is for two years; 
the object is to train competent farmers, farm super- 
intendents, gardeners, and nurserymen; the appren- 
tices work like farm laborers for the benefit of the 
proprietor (who is also the Director of the School). In 
addition to the Director, there are a gardener and 
nurserymap, an instructor in mathematics and farm 
book-keeping, a teacher of practical agriculture, and 
a veterinarian; the pupils (or apprentices) are under 
constant supervision, and are allowed to leave the 
farm only for a certain time on Sunday; the hours are 
from four to nine in summer, and from five to nine in 
winter, which time is almost entirely occupied by work 
and study; the regimen is very simple, but nourish- 
ing and sufficient. 
one candidates are nominated by the Prefect of the 
em after an examination prescribed by law, 
mmittee consisting of the Director of the farm, 
rt four members nominated by the Prefect, and ap- 
pointed by the Minister of Agriculture. The demand 
for admission must be accompanied by the certificate 


of birth, and of vaccivation, and by an engagement to 


“‘conduct myself honorably, to obey the rules, and to 
work with all my power in order to profit by the 
favor that you will have the goodness to grant me.”’ 
At the end of the course, the graduates are examined 
by the committee. The best receive from the State 
three hundred francsand a certificate. Those who are 
not found worthy of a certificate receive, nevertheless, 
two hundred francs. In case of special excellence, 
the committee is authorized to award silver and bronze 
medals in addition. 

The result of the arrangement is, that Mr. Bodin 
gets the services of twenty-four capital young men for 
the work of his farm, and twelve first-rate young 
farmers and gardeners are sent out every year with a 
good practical education, with a thorough training in 
their art, and with a little money for their start in 
life.—Col. George E. Waring, in Scribner for July. 


EVERLASTING FENCE Posts.—I discovered, 
many years ago, that wood could be made to last. 
longer than iron in the ground, but thought the pro- 
cess 80 simple and inexpensive that it was not worth 
while making any stir about it. 1 would as soon have 
poplar, bass-wood, or quaking asp as any other kind 
of timber for fence poste. I have taken out bass-wood 
posts after having been set seven years, which were as 
sound when taken out as when they were first put in 
the ground. Time and weather seemed to have no 
effect on them. The posts can be prepared for less 
than two cents apiece. This is the recipe: ‘Take 
boiled linseed oil and stir it in pulverized charcoal to 
the consistency of paint. Puta coat of this over the 
timber, and there is nota man that will live to see it 
rot.—Homestead.

GODS WAY.* 
By H. W. BEECHER. 


OD loves the whole world in 

their nothinguess, and meanness, 
and poorness; but for the sake of mak- 
ing them sronger and larger and better, 
he is administering the scheme of ages 
on that one great Kine—namely, thatofa 
loving schoo!mastcr, instructing men in 
rightcousness, love employing the re- 
sources of infinite wisdom and power for 
the clorification of human nature. God 
loves men withous reason in them, but 
with infinite reason in himself; and be 


Mims by his love to benefit men. Tis 
Jove is not simply good-nature. He is 


not like a very indulgent schoolmaster, 
fast asleep, and leaving the schoecl to 
racket and play. God’s love is intensely 
earnest. Itstings. It pierees. It has in 
it the cramp and power cf justice. It 
has sternness in it. Suffering tiows from 
it. All these things are so many ele- 


menis by which love is seeking to make 


the object loved worthy, though in the 
beginning it is worthless. By the divine 
nature we are taken up at the beginning 
and atthe bottom. There is nothing 
that is loveable in us at first; but under 
the fruitful and fructifying influence of 
the Divine sou! working upon our souls, 
one germ, 2nd another germ, and an- 
other, begin to develop in us something 
loveable; and the Divine complacency 
takes hold upon us as we are perfected, 
and become priests and kings, and rise 
to hizher love and perfection. 

I love my babes; but do you think I 
love them as I do my grown-up chil- 
dren? Who can ever unroll that net 
which is woven in the silence of loving 
thoughts in a soul that every day weaves 
new patterns of love which Gisappear in 
the memory? Who can ever, in this 
life, wuroll all a father’s and mother’s 
that 
you may see the whole of it? There are 
no words which cau describe tbat king- 
dom of love in the human heart whose 
heizht and depth and length and breadth 
can never be descried, through which no 
poet’s wing cau fly, which cannot be re- 
vealed, and which belongs essentially to 
the invisible and unknowable things of 
life.

thousand pounds—no doubt he often 
exclaimed to his wife: ‘‘How the 
money flies’ For the wings that fly 
away with money are often very tiny 
and they fly with great ve- 


ones, 
locity. 

Of course when people talk of the 
flight of their own money, it means 
that they have no adequate results to 
show how or where it has gone. 
Money given away, as some people 
give it, has a much greater velocity 
than money spent. A thousand dol- 
lars given away and done with, cost- 
ing the donor no more trouble than 
the pang of parting, may emphati- 
cally be said to fly away. And this 
proves that money has no fixed, un- 
varying value, that one dollar in some 
hands and for some purposes does the 
work of twenty dollars in others. 

But aside from alms-giving and 
paying debts—both of which duties 
put rapid wings on wealth—the best 
use that can be made of money is to 
neutralize certain providential mis- 
fortunes, to provide in advance 
against those needs and distresses 
which a family is often subjected to 


when the father dies in the midst of 


his labors. The ministry through 
which this good result may be ac- 
complished is life insurance. He who 
spends money for that purpose, who 
uses it to purchase a policy for the 
benefit of his family from the Equi- 
tabie Life Assurance Society, needs 
not to ask regretfully, ‘‘ Where is the 
money gone’ ‘‘ Who will be the 
better for it?’—as if it had taken 
wings and fled away into space.
